„My trip is to look over all the army posts 
in the country, balance them against each 
other. and then make a recommendation to 
the president and congress, he continued. 
“This will take study on my part and time 
to work out. The administration appreci- 
ates tne value of the investment at Fort 
Sheridan.”’ 

For three-quarters of an hour, with the 
spray driving over him, he sat on the for- 
ward deck of the police boat and compared 
a map with the landscape and asked the 
mayor questions about the harbor.

At Sider & Elayf’s saloon, 6 North Fifth 
avenue, they offer a prize of 680 to any per- 
sop who makes a total of 26 in ten throws. 
The Best & Russell store at Washington 
atreet and Fifth avenue has a dice game. 
It is played on a crescent shaped board, and 
a little label on the side shows that the board 
was made by the Illinois Sporting Goods 
company. That company seems to have made 
practically all the boards in use in the cigar 
stores and saloons. 


No Game in United Cigar Stores. 
I was unable to find a dice game in any of 
the stores of the United Cigar company. 

There was a game in Schermerhorn’s cigar 
store on the southwest corner of Randolph 
street and Fifth avenue. The Bismarck 
hotel has two games, and they pay in checks 
good in all departments of the hotel except 
the barber shop. 

Old Quincy No. 9, where many of the police 
officials eat lunch, has a game. Checks good 
for the café or saloon are given to the win- 
ners. In eighteen games on the sheet on 
which I played only one person was marked 
up as winner. 

The Briggs house has a prosperous game 
operated by a young woman. She showed 


yesterday. Each sheet represented thirteen 
games, or $3.2. The sheets represented a 
total cash income of $74.75. The young 
woman said the profits for the house were 
66 2-3 per cent. The players won one-third 
of the games. The profits, according to the 
young women’s figures, would be $50 a day. 

The busy times at that particular stand, 
the young woman said, were chicfly in the 
evening, so the number of sheets probably 
would have been increased et least fifteen 
before the stand closed. 


All Saloons Have Game. 

I didn’t find a saloon in the loop in the dis- 
trict north of Madison street that didn’t have 
the Twenty-six’ game. Practically all 
the office building cigar stands have it. The 
average income for the house is about $75 
a day, according to my estimate. 

At the Saratoga hotel, 83 South Dearborn 
street, a big dice game is operated at the 
cigar counter night and day. Two men are 
necessary to run this stand and an average of 
250 players gamble with the dice each day. 
More than three-fourths of the patrons play 
from two to three games and many of them 
play as high as four and five times. It is es- 
timated this dice game takes in an average of 
$150 per day. 

The Windsor-Clifton hotel, Monroe street 
and Wabash avenue, has a game night and 
day. This stand is operated by two girls. 
They have three different dice games. After 
playing the thirteen dice game and losing 
the girl offered to explain the game where 
the player throws the ten dice five times. 
This game cost 10 cents and the girl won. 


Girl “Professional” Uses Wiles. 

She smiled sweetly and bantered the re- 
porter to shake Indian dice. If the player 
lost the house got double the price ot 
cigar. If the player won he received one 
cigar free. According to the girl the house 
makes an average of §25 a day at this stand. 

Evidently this girl had been well educated. 
She was pretty, also she was proficient in the 
use of up to date slang. Patrons of the cigar 
stard are unconventional in their conversa- 
tion. The girl has developed a habit of ap- 
pearing unt to hear eipressions regarded as 
improper ta mixed corrpany. 

At the Grand Pacific hotel, Clark street be- 
tween Adams street and Jackson — 
two girls run the cigar stand. Two dice games

Gamble for Meals; Lose.. 

At the Boulevard café, Jackson boulevard 
and Wabash avenue, checks are given for 
anything in the house. The winner at the 
dice games can buy a meal, cigars, or drinks 
with the checks. Many persons are tempted 
to play the dice games in the hope of winning 
enough to pay for a meal. While standing 
near the dice game at this place two men 
came in and announced they were going to 
win enough to pay for a meal. Both spent 
$1 and neither won. 

Across the street, at the Kuntz-Remmier 
company’s café and buffet, checks are given 
for meals, merchandise, or drinks. Acocord- 
ing to the tally sheets on the counter more 
than 150 men had played the game at least 
once before 8 o’clock in the afternoon. 

At Dick Wells’ café, 180 Wabash avenue, 
I playe dthree times. The third game t 
rolled enough to win 81 in trade. The young 
man behind the counter said the checks were 
good for anything in the house. According 
t othis young man an average of $46 is taken 
in each day. The tally sheets showed that 
only five men had won all day. 

At the café and grill of George Bollard, 144 
Wabash avénue, two games run continuous- 
ly. Both games pav! n checks, which are 
good for meals or merchandise. It was es- 
timated that 300 men played this game daily. 

At the café o“ Hodson & Fordyce, 26 South 
Van Buren street, a young man conducts the 
dice game. He has an average of 100 players 
each day. 


800 Players at Day at Vogelsang’s. 

At Vogiesang’s restaurant a proeperoue 
game is operated night and day. The checks 
are good for anything in the house. Whena 
player wins he is given a check on the ceshier 
for the amount won. The cashier gives the 
winner a check calling for $1 in trade, Two 
men operate these games and an average of 
300 men play here dally. 

At the Morrison hotel two games are 
operated. Both are run by young men, anda 
crowd hung around the counter all day. The 
checks are good for drinks, cigars, meals, and 
lodging. ' 

At the Old Style restaurant, 35 South Clark 
street, checks are given for merchandise. 

At the Lee Perkins buffet in the Rector 
building two games are operated by young 
men. These games do a good business night 
and day and checks are given for merchan- 
dise. % | * 

At the German restaurant, 321 Dearborn 
street, a good game is operated: A girl runs 
the game. She is a pretty girl; also slangy. 

At all the cigar stores operated by the 
Best & Russell company which I visited 1 
found dice games. The company does not pay 
in checks. The winner’s name is note ddown 
on a book and he is given merchandise. 


Cigar Clerk Fears Police, 

At one of the company’s stores in the 
Monadnock buflding, Jackson boulevard and 
Dearborn street, I won §1. The young man 
behind the counter stated the company did 
not give checks because the police were ex- 
pected to put the games out of business any 
day. 

I found a dice game in the saloon of * Funky 
Dink” Kenna, at 307 Clark street. A game 
is operated also at the saloon of Ald. A] Tear. 
ney at 27 West Adams street. 

At all of the cigar stores operated by the 
John J. Dolan company in all parts of the 
loop games were found. Young men run 
these games. Most of the young men appear 
to be pretty well educated, but they are fast 
developing the slang and manners of the av- 
erage gambler . They know a lot about dice. 

Out of almost fifty dice games I won twice, 
almost all the dice boards were manufac- 
tured by the Llinois Sporting Goods com- 
pany, and many of them apparently were 
new.

Game Attracts Young Loafers. 


The cigar store on the southeast corner of 
Thirty-firet street and Cottage Grove avenue 
has a game all day and most of the night. 
More than a dozen young men loaf about this 
place and play the various forms of dice 
gambling for trade checke all day. This is 
one of the best games on the south side, and 
it ia estimated that 800 players try their luck 
every day. 

The café an Thirty-first street, near Cot- 
tage Grove, has a good game all the time, and 
many young men loafed about this cigar 
stand all day yesterday, They gambled with 
dice for trade check :

Every saloon and cigar store on Twenty- 
second street between Armour and Cottage 
Grove avenues has the “ twenty-six game. 
Each of these games is estimated to take in 
from $75 to $250 epr day. The games in sa- 
loons, hotels, restaurants, and cigar stores 
in this neighborhood run all day. * 


Tearney Pays in Trade. 

At the saloon and café of Ald. Al Tearney, 
Thirty-fifth and Grand boulevard, a dice 
game is conducted. Any one who is 80 for- 
tunate as to win is paid off in trade checigs. 
These checks are in the form of coupons, 
The coupons are good for anything in the 
house. You can buy drinks, cigam, or meals 
wit hthem. The checks are accepted by the 
waiters as tips, also. 

At the Drexel café, Thirty-ninth and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, winners are paid in trade 
checks good for meals, cigars, or drinks. 
The cigar dice game is played by 250 men 
each day, on an average. The game keeper 
had a run of ill luck yesterday and lost $4. 
He appeared to think the house was losing 
money and attempted to tell his troubles to 
me. After trying unsuccessfully to beat the 
game three times I lost all sympathy for him. 

In the saloon and restaurant on the north- 
east corner of Thirty-fifth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue winners gre paid in trade 
checks. At the Perfecto buffet, at the sduth- 
east corner of Thirty-fifth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, I waited at the edge of 
a crowd for forty-five minutes before I could 
get close enough to play. ä

UNCLE SAM GIVES OUT TIP: 
HOW TO FIGHT STABLEFLY. 


Department of Agriculture Issues 
Bulletin Telling What to Do te 
Ward Off Pest That Spreads Disease 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—[ Special. }— 
The eradication of the stable fly, which in- 
oculates humans with blood poisoning and 
infantile paralysis and spreads many fata! 
diseases among domestic animals, particu- 
larly in the late summer, is the subject of a 


bulletin just issued by the department ot 


agriculture. The fly caused $25,000 damage 
in northern Texas last year, 

The department says a mixture of fish 
oil (one gallon), oil of pine tar (two ounces), 
oll of pennyroyal (two ounces), and kerosene 
(onc-half pint) was found to be very effective 
in keeping the files off live stock when ap- 
plied lightly but thoroughly to the portions 
of animals not covered with blankets or 
nets.“ 

The bulletin continues: Since straw 
stacks have been found to be the principal 
breeding places of this insect in the grain 
belt, the proper care of the straw is by far 
the most important step in control. The 
straw should be stacked more carefully than 
is ordinarily done, by making the sides of 
the stack nearly vertical and rounding it up 
well on top in ofder the better to shed the 
rain.” 0

It wasan eleventh hour move, taken 
to defeat Thaw’s lawyers, who have suc- 
ceeded in keeping him in jail, safe from the 
immigration authorities. Those of the Thaw 
lawyers who were in town, Charles D. White 
and Harry Fraser, bitterly opposed the ap- 
plication, but Judge Hutchinson said he 
would thresh the matter out in open court 
at 10 a. m. Tuesday. 


Thaw’s Lawyers Are Outwitted.

‘ McDermott completed his testimony today 
“with -sweeping denials of the Mulhall and 
' McMichael charges. He said he had nothing 
_ te do with the giving to McMichael or Mul- 
hall of the keys of the so-called “ secret con- 
ference room in the basement of the cap- 
itol. 

J C. South, chief clerk of the house, 
took the stand this afternoon and swore 
McDermott had importuned him on several 
eccasions for keys to the room. Just before 
Mr. South took the stand Henry P. Crandall, 
locksmith for the house side of the capitol, 
testified that, to the best of his recollection, 
it had been McMichael who came for the 
keys and who received them. 

Further Denials by M’Dermott. 

Representative McDermott ended his testi- 
mony in his own defense with further sweep- 
ing denials of the Mulhall-McMichael 
charges. He was on the stand several hours, 
and stuck steadfastly to the story he told 
yesterday on direct examination. Some of 
the charges he met with earnest denials; he 
scoffed and sneered at others. 

Representative Garrett, chairman of the 
committee, questioned McDermott further 
about the $250 McCormick check, which 
McDermott claims Mulhall appropriated to 
himself without authority. Mulhall claims 
McDermott forged his name to a duplicate. 

“What did you say to Mulhall when next 
you met him?’ asked Representative Gar- 
rett. 

“I do not remember what I said or when 
I met him next. I suppose it was in the hall 
ef the house office building. I suppose 1 
told him I felt he had cheated me out of 
$250, and I guess I made it very plain to him 
what I thought about 2 

When I came from Chicago I 
learned that Mulhall had cashed the original 
check, although claiming it had been lost.

Today the city handles more than 
twenty car loads a day, and the price has 
dropped to 10 cents à dozen. 

When the Italians began to develop the 
trade in fresh fruit shipments of oranges 
and lemons were small and far between. 
At present the Chicago market handles 
something like 4,000 carloads annually. 
There are eighty Italian commission mer- 
chants on South Water street and fifty more 
on, West Randolph. 

Many of these Italian merchants, now 
grown prominent and prosperous, still ex- 
hibit the racial traite of industry and thrift. 
It is not unique to find an Italian merchant, 
rated as a millionaire, who gets down to 
his place of business at 6 o'clock every 
morning and whose frugal lunches would 
gladden the pocketbook of a $10 a week 
clerk, 

tes 
HE Italians, who once almost mo- 
nopolized the retail fruit trade, have 
recently largely given up that line of busi- 


avenues, west of Wells street, to witness 
an Italian procession. Among suburban 
communities, Chicago Heights is congpic- 
uously Italian in population. 

There are a dozen Italian Roman Cath- 
olle churches and two of the Methodist 
Episcopal denomination in the city. The 
colony supports four or five newspapers, 
of which L’Italia, the oldest, is published 
three times a week. The others, all week- 
lies, are La Patria, La Parola die Social- 
ist, the organ of the Italian Socialists, and 
La Tribuna Italiana. 

The Dante society is an organization 
devoted to the fostering of Italian inter- 
ests the world over, and the Lovers of 
Italy is made up chiefly of Americans who 
are fond of Italian literature, music and 
art.

HE old padrone system, under which 
an Italian contractor exploited his 
newly arrived countrymen, has been largely 
done away with, though—as leading Italians 


wholesale and retail grocery stores. There 
are about twenty wholesale and 230 retail 
places on the list. 

Steeped in the traditions of art, the 
Italiang have taken all over the world with 
them those semi-artistic industries in which 
they are so easily the masters. 

Thus the laying of the mosaic floors and 
walls which ornament the better class of 
skyscrapers is controlled by the Italians, 
most of the workmen, who are paid from 
$4.50 to $5 a day, coming from Venice and 
the lagoons about it. The modeling of 
plaster statues and ornaments is an ancient 
industry of Tuscany, which the north 
Italians long ago brought to Chicago. 

There are more than a dozen houses in 
the city devoted to the craft, while the 
largest Italian factory in the city—employ- 
ing 200 artist workmen — which stands 
ready to undertake any sculptural commis- 
sion, from the carving of a life sized marble 
statue to the casting of a loop of plaster 
roses, is the creation of a man who sixteen 
years ago began by peddling plaster saints 
and images from a willow basket about the 
residence streets of the west side.

Sa result and focus of all the varied 

Italian industrial activity there has 
grown up the Italian Chamber of Commerce, 
with more than 250 active members, which 
maintains headquarters in the Masonic 
temple, and hag intimate relations with the 
commercial bodies of the chief Italian cities, 
It has done much to increase the commerce 
between Chicago and Italy. 

From a charitable standpoint the Ital- 
ians take care of their own. There are 
more than 200 fraternal societies in the 
colony which pay both sick and death 
benefits to their members, and the Ital- 
ian Funeral society sees that poverty and 
destitution do not deny a decent ‘burial to 
any member of the race. , 25 

The Columbus hospital, on Lake View 
avenue, and its branch, the Columbus Ex- 
tension hospital, on the west side, are 
largely supported by the Italians. Quite 
recently Dr. Antonio Lagorio, who also 
serves the city as president of the public 
library board, has been instrumental in 
organizing all these and other agencies 
into a central Italian bureau of charities.

and modesty. The racial love of music is 
shown by the organization of many small 
orchestral societies, made up of eight or 
ten musicians, who keep alive the melodies 
of the old Italian operas, even in crowded 
tenement houses. 

As for the Italian women: “I fear I 
shall appear ungracious,” said an Italian 
gentleman of the old school, if I express 
my conviction that our Italian women, of 
all classes, possess exactly those charms of 
womanly character which many of your 
American women conspicuously lack!”

President Cole Sends Letter 
and $100 to Aid Vote 
PFPraud Fund.

Day's Contributions Exceed 
81,000; Many Messages of 
Support Received. 


Substantial indorsement of the public ap- 
peal for funds to finance the special grand 
jury’s investigation of frauds in the general 
election last November was given yesterday 
by the Citizens’ association of Chicago. Ina 
lettter commending the inquiry George E. 
Cole, president of the association, sent 8 
check for $100. N 

„The Citizens’ association,” Mr. Cole said, 
„ feels impelled to make this subscription 
from its slender resources because one of the 
prime cbjects of this association during its 
entire existence has been to promote the hon- 
esty of elections as the first requisite of decent 
government.” 

Mr. Cole informed President A. A. McCor- 
mick of the county board, custodian of the 
fund, that officers of the Citizens’ associa- 
tion and members of its executive committee 
share in the opinion expressed by Mr. McCor- 
mick and his associates in their recent ap- 
peal that honest elections in Chicago are now 
on trial. 

Cites Twenty-nine Indictments, 

“The twenty-nine indietments,“ he con- 
tinued, “which the special grand jury re- 
cently returned, constitute. prima facie evi- 
dence that serious frauds were committed 
at the election held last fall, and we believe 
with you that the citizens of Chicago should 
not permit the lack of funds to prevent the 
further investigation which is ne to 
determine the extent of such frauds and to 
bring the persons who committed these 
frauds to justice. 

In our opinion the continued prevalence 
of crimes against the purity of the ballot has 
been due largely to the fact that 179 in- 
dictments returned by a special grand jury 
in 1908, mostly against election officials, were 
never brought to trial. Certainly there 
should be no repetition of that failure.” 


Total Increased to $4,100, 

President. McCormick announced when his 
office closed at 1 p. m. that the record of 
$1,000 a day still held good. More than $1,000 
was received in the Saturday mails, increas- 
ing the total to $4,100. 

“It is particularly gratifying that with 
few exceptions all contributions so far have 
been under 8100, the board president said. 
„ received a letter today from a Chicagoan 
eummering in Winnipeg, Man. He inclosed $1 
to help along the fund. One of the circuit 
judges sent his check for 828 with an in- 
dorsement of the vote fraud inquiry.” 

A member of a Michigan avenue publishing 
firm sent $25 with this letter: 

“Tt seems to me this is one of the most 
important works that could be undertaken, 
for from my point of view there is no greater 
menace to public government than dishonest 
elections. I would willingly give more than 
the amount I am sending only I am sure you 
will agree with me that the larger the num- 
ber of small contributions that are made to 
this €ause the more interested the public will 
be and the better it will be for all concerned. 


“Put Them in Jail.” 

“We cannot afford to temporize with the 
crooked ballot workers,“ said a business man 
who took his contribution to Mr. McCormick’ s 
office. Put them in jail where they belong 
and see that they are prosecuted to the full 
Umit of the law.“ 

“The recall and referendum would be a 
good thing right now.“ another contributor 
said. “If we bad the recall we could get rid 
of Bartzen and some of his associates who re- 
fuse to do their duty.” 

Special State’s Attorney John E. Northup 
announced that the public response to the 
appeal for money to push the inquiry hed 
been productive of more than mere financial 
assistance. ' 

“T am not at liberty to talk now,“ the 
prosecutor said. but I will say that Iam bet- 
ter pleased with the prospect of cleaning up 
this entire fraud scandal than at any time 
since the investigation was started.”

My right lung, pneumogastric nerve, and 
stomach have again taken it into their heads 
that by combined and violent effort they 
could succeed in casting this ‘ ishhook out 
of my throat which that bullet lodged there. 
But, as in their former occasional attempts, 
they succeeding in casting everything out 
except the ‘ fishhook,’ and have completely 
done themselves and me up In the bargain.

Only 
six United States citizens came out of So- 
nora on the last train, while on the first train 
today into that Mexican state were Ameri- 
can Consul Louis Hostetter, returning to his 
post at Hermosillo, and several other Ameri- 
can citizens. 


Wilson "Used Care in Edict. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—As an answer 
to the protests against the warning to Amer- 
icans to leave Mexico, President Wilson, ac- 
cording to officials, determined upon the step 
only after wise counsel not alone because of 
the present situation in Mexico but because 
of conditions which might develop in spite 
of the efforts of the provisional government 
to prevent any harm coming to foreigners. 

It was recalled that President Wilson in 
Ais message to congress Wednesday laid spe- 
cial emphasis on the suggestion that the 
aetual situation of the authorities at Mexico 
City will presently be revealed and that 
“the situation must be given a little more 
time to work itself out in the new circum- 


stances.”’ 


Will Play Waiting Game. 

That the administration is content to give 
the situation plenty of time to work itseif 
out is demonstrated by the present attitude 
of the president and his advisers, and is re- 
garded as one of the explanations for Special 
Envoy Lind remaining in Vera Cruz. ¥ 

Under no circumstances, it was learned, 
would Mr. Lind leave Mexico at ‘his time. 
Not only would his departure be an indication 
that this government had abandoned hope in 
the situation, but it is thousht it would havea 
depressing effect upon Americans who choose 
to remain in the country. 

The provisional Mexican government, it 
has been pointed out, is encountering finan- 
cial. difficulties, and there have been intima- 
tions that there might be a change in the gov- 
ernment personnel which would open the way 
to .negotiations upon a definite basis that 
would lead to an election for the Mexican 
presidency under constitutional regulation. 


Place if Huerta Quits, “ 

Washington officials seem to be convinced 
that Seflor Gamboa’'s second note gave as- 
surance that Huerta would not be a candi- 
date for election under any circumstances. 

With Huerta removed from the possi- 
bilities it has been suggested this government 
could make concessions with strict Adherence 
to the fundamental grounds of the origina!

MAY PASS WITHIN A WEEK. 


Norris Plans Amendment: as Weapon 
Against Coffee Combine. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 830.—The senate 
heaved a sigh of relief tonight, when, just 
before adjournment, it completed the first 
reading of the new tariff bill. Although many 
of the most important new features of the 
measure remain to be settled, senate leaders 
agreed that the disposal of the first reading of 
the bill had brought the passage of the meas- 
ure within view, and that another week may 
see its completion and passage. 

The rates of the new income tax; the pro- 
posed tax on cotton futures; many provisions 
of the administrative features of the law; 
the suggested tax rebate of 5 per cent for im- 
ports brought in American ships; and many 
other sections of the measure that will occa- 
sion debate were put over without action, 
and will be taken up again next week. 


Strikes at Coffee Monopoly. 

Senator Norris announced that before the 
bill was completed he would propose an 
amendment directed at the Brazilian coffee 
monopoly, giving the president authority to 
levy a 25 per cent duty on a product con- 
trolled through monopoly or conspiracy in 
another country. 

Democratic members of the dnance com- 
mittee met again tonight and may continue 
their sessions tomorrow to go over the s- 
tious laid aside by the senate in its several 
weeks of work on the bill. It is expected 
that the Democratic senators wil] be called 
into a party conference Monday or Tuesday 
to adjust all differences over the dill, in- 
cluding the question of the tax on large in- 
comes. 


Withdraws Court Provision. 

The senate today made a number of impor- 
tant changes in the bill. The proposal of 
the Democrats to give Circuit courts of 
api al equal jurisdiction with the United 
States Customs court was withdrawn by 
Senator Williams, on behalf of the Demo- 
cratic committee members.

Jurists May Ask Right to Set 


Their Own Rules to Avoid 
5 Tangles. 
Montreal, Que., Aug. 80. — The first inter- 


state conference of judges sinte the United 
States of Ametiéa became a nation mét here 
tonight to plan for uniformity of judicial pro- 
cedure... The conference was preliminary to 
the annual meeting of the American Bar as- 
sociation, which opens on Monday. 

Every state was represented, most of them 
by the presiding judges of their courts of last 
resort. There were present also judges 
representing the nine federal Circuit courts 
of Appeals ana the federal courts of Hawaii, 
Porto Rico, and the Court of Appegis of the 
district of Cojumbia. 

The alm of the conference is to eliminate 
delay and reduce the expenses of litigation. 
The judges wish to have the courts released 
from some of the statutes that now bind them 
and left free to make their own rules. 

It was suggested that the Supreme court 
ha ve super‘ntendence over the rules of plead- 
int and practice in all federal and state courts 
and gradualiy bring about uniform court 
procedure. „ 


Predicts Great Benefits, 

Thomas W. Shelton of Virginia, chairman 
of the committee on uniform judleial proce- 
dure of the Bar association, presided. In his 
address Mr. Shelton predicted that the gath- 
er:ng would mean to Interstate judicial dele- 
gations what the. Mount Vernon conference 
of 1785 between Virginia and Maryland 
meant to interstate commerce relations. 

The practical men of commerce, Mr. Shel- 
ton said, are demanding the injection of com- 
mon sense in the machinery of the courts, and 
congress and the legislatures are being 
called upon to give the courts the necessary 
power. He advocated a “ fixed system of 
Interstate judicial relations,” declaring that 
it ought to be quite as possible and even less 
dificult than the present plan of interstate 
commerce relations. 

Instead of thousands of merchants, manu- 
facturers, and bankers and hundreds of rail- 
roads and other human endeavors creating 
dificuk complications to solve there would 
be forty-eight supreme appellate courts and 


‘mine federal circuit courts of appeals to agree 


on any given principle.

The sena- 
tors and representatives from Cook county 
voted for the bill which afterwards became 
4 law with the silent approval of the voters 
back home. This gift of over one-third of 
a million, as well as one-third of the state 
appropriation for good roads, seems to be re- 
establishing Chicago in the good graces of the 
downstate folks. 

“T have explained this act on the part of 
Chicago to a number of downstate audi- 
enees before whom I have spoken recently.“ 
sata A. D. Gash, head of the state highway 
co jon, yesterday, and they applaud- 
ed so freely that it was self evident that they 
appreciated the generosity of Chicago and 
Cook county.” , 

Cook County Supplies 43 Per Cent. 

Mr. Gash even piaced the amount of the 
gift higher than indicated above. He said 
the legislature appropriated $300,000 from 
the general fund of the state. That is col- 
iected from taxes, and Cook county supplies 
about 43 per cent of the total collected in 
[llinocis, according to Mr. Gash. The re- 
mainder of the $1,100,000 appropriation was 
from the license fees of automobiles. He 
estimated that about the same proportion 
of this money is paid by residents of Cook 
county, and he added that .98 per cent of the

TROOPS IN COPPER RANGE 
CALLED TO QUELL RIOTING 


Women Take Leading Part in Attacks 
on Deputies and Nonunion Work

Calumet, Mich., Aug. 80.—Company Fot 
Saginaw, stationed at the Wolverine mine, 
was called out early this morning to protect 
a party of deputies at No. 3 shaft, South 
Kearsarge mine, from attack by a large 
number of copper mine strikers and women.

Family Filed for Safety. 

On account of fears of destruction of the 
house Mrs. Decou and the children had been 
sent to a summer resort a week ago, and 
the house had been under guard of detec- 
tives. 

Just before 10 o'clock last night Sheriff 
Achen arrested Koscak. He was entertain- 
ing a large party of friends and the party

an alibi, it is said. The Decou house was 
to have been destroyed at midnight and ten 
pounds of dynamite, fuses and caps were 
taken from the Koscak house. This equip- 
ment was obtained in Racine on Friday after- 
noon. The detectives closely followed the 
trall of Koscak and took photographs 
of him as he accepted the explosives, 
Admits Dynamite Plot. 

In jail he made a statement to the district 
attorney in which he admitted he had bought 
the dynamite for the purpose of blowing up 
the Decou house, but he declared he was 
to have had no part in the actual crime.

Lady Agneta Montague, the organizing sec- 
retary of the club, immediately approached 
Queen Mary as soon as the successful estab- 
lishment of the club was assured. A couple 
of weeks ago the queen wrote to Lady Ag- 
neta that she would join the club, but only 
on the conditions that there should be no 
cardroom in it and that no male visitors 
should be received. 

These conditions were made known and 
two weeks sufficed to show that they ren- 
dered the formation of the club impossible, 
for of the 180 ladies who formed the orig- 
inal nucleus of the organization 140 have 
now withdrawn their names.

WHOLESALE FIGURES RISE. 


Advance, However, of No Consequence 


to Smokers This Year. 


[BY CABLE ro THE CHICAGO TSU. 
LONDON, Aug 3.—Cigaret smokers will 


learn with joy that the price of Turkish 
cigarets will not be materially increased on 
account of the recent war in the Balkans. 
Tobacco experts explain that the tobacco 
crops are practically intact this year, as the 
lighting area was not located in the growing | 
area, and the ravages of troops on tobacco 
warehouses were few, save in the case of 
Serres, where the Bulgerians burned several | 
warehouses, some of which belonged to 
Americans, but the total loss was only «@ 
thousand pounds of tobacoo. 


Wholesale Price Higher. 
The wholesale price of Turkiah tobacco has 


increased, owing to the fact of so many men 
being required for service in the army thata 
suffictent number of laborers to tend the 
crops could not bt obtained. This shortage 
of labor will probably extend to the coming 
year, and a further increase in the wholesole 
price of tobacco is anticipated. 


When asked if it was not somewhat phi- 


lanthropic not to increase the price of cigarets 


when the wholesale cost of tobacco has ad- 
vanced, the explanation was offered that the 
big tobacco firms always have from three to 
four years’ stock of tobacco on hand and the 
high prices which will obtain thie and next 


year will be offset by the lower prices which 


obtained in the two previous years and en- 


able them to make an average price. 


Tobacco Men Watch Greece. 
Tobacco men are watching with interest 


the determination as to final disposition of 
Kavalla, which is the area where the finest 
Turkish tobacco is produced. At present 
the place is held by Greece, with a likeli- 


hood of its retention by that country. If 
this obtains, tobacco men are wondering 
whether Greece will continue her present at-

There was an enormous trade in wheat in 
the way of changing over from September 
auc the reverse, but outside of this trade the 
volume of business was moderate, although 
commission houses were fair buyers on the 
weak spots.

RESTRAINS STOCKS 


Default on Issues, Not War, Is | 
the Real Fear of New 
York Speculators. 


MONEY OUTLOOK BETTER. 


Week's Progress, However, ~Off- 
set by Crop News; Anxiety 
Regarding Cotton. 


New York, Aug. 30.—The New York stock 
exchange was ciosed today on account of its 
being a holiday. 

The last week in August fn the stock market 
traditionally is one of dullness and inertia. 
This condition was emphasized this week by 
the professional disinclination to enter upon | 
commitments on the eve of a three day holi- 
day. 

The varying phases of the Mexican situa- 
on were a restraining influence on specule- 
tion, both here and abroad. Foreign money 
markets are more intersted in Mexican gov- 
ernment securities than is New York. 

A default on Mexican issues might precipi- 
tate an acute sympathetic depression in this 
class that would prove embarrassing. It is 
this rather than dread of a direct clash be- 
tween this country and Mexico that affects 
stock market sentiment. 


Money Outlook Is Better. 

Of the two great factors, money and crops, 
whose shaping is usually expected in this 
week, the influence was conflicting. The 
present money outlook {s distinctly more pro- 
pitious than was expected. Influences both 
at home and abroad have been conducive to 
this result. 

The deposit of treasury funds with banks 
in the south and west has had a notable effect 
in loosening the stringency of bank credits. 
Mercantile paper has been bought with in- 
creasing freedom, so that commercial ac- 
tivity is not suffering from an embargo on 
credit. ‘Time funds on collateral also are 
offered more freely. 

The improvement in the bond market is an effect 
of the same cause. The displacement of the short 
term railroad note by a long term bond was a 
significant feature of the new financing of the 
week. The central government banks abroad 
continue to show such accession to their reserve 
strength as to lessen apprehensions over the bur- 
dens to be met. That such burdeng still remain 
to carry is demonstrated forcibly by the reten- 
tion of high official discount rates, in spite of the 
great strength in the position shown. 

Conjecture continues busy in attempting to sum 
up the extent of the damage to the crops from 
the southwestern drought. Such moisture as 
there was brought small hope of help for the 
corn. A quieting of speculation in grains gave 
place to activity in dealings in cotton futures. 
This indicated the shifting in the field of anxiety 
from corn to cotton. The effects on trade and 
industry of the damege to corn and cotton are 
to be reckoned with in the speculation. The un- 
favorable crop news furnished the main offset 
to the helpful money situation. 


Rail Earnings Affect Sentiment. 


Sentiment was affected by the passing of the divi- 
Gend on Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis preferred, attributed to flood losses, and by 
rumors of a further cut in the New Haven divi- 
dend. Agsumption of a genera! decline in earning 
power of railroads was prevented, however, by the 
increase of nearly 10 per cem in the net earnings 
per mile in the last year of 80 per cent of the coun- 
try’s railroad mileage, as compiled by the bureau of 
railway economics maintained by the railroads at 
Washington. Such a showing, while encourging 
to investors, is exactly such as was cited by the in- 
terstate commerce commission to refute claime of 
the railroads for increased freight rates in 1911. 

Another advance in the price of stock exchange 
@eats was taken as evidence of underlying confi- 
dence in an improving investment condition, 

Additional large contracts were placed last week 
for wire products, shefting, and miecellianeous 
steel products used by manufacturera, for ehip- 
ment over the next six monthe. The American 
Steel and Wire company booked such contracts 
aggregating 46,000 tonsa. The Standard Ol com- 


Taking August as a whole, the volume of busi- 
neas was the most satisfactory in three months. 
The orders booked by the Steel corporation's sub- 
sidiaries, aggregated close to 750,000 tons, while 
shipments are estimated between 850,000 and 
1,000,000 tonsa, indicating a decrease of 200,000 to 
250,000 tons in the unfilled tonnage during the 
month. The output of finished steel by the cor-

Old La Salle 


AST Sunday evening's audience for the 
Chicago premiere of “A Trip to Wash- 
ington found many changes in the 
little theater in Madison street that 
may be said to be entering now on its 

fourth “period. 

The La Salle Opera house is now what Is 
called a main floor theater—that is, the 
parquet is on the street level. This from the 
public’s point of view is the most important 
change made in the theater, perhaps. It 
was often said that the La Salle paid a tax 
of 50 cents on every seat,“ meaning thereby 
that it was kept from competition at the 
box office with the theaters where $2 was 
charged by the fact that the patrons had to 
climb stairs, whereas it was compelled to 
keep up keen competition on the stage with 
the offerings in the $2 theaters, 

However, that lowering of the auditorium 
is in other respects the least of the changes 
that have been effected. 

The balcony—there is but one, as of old 
is now on what was formerly the main floor 
level. It is of the modern saucer shaped 
type—a pattern declared by the European 
authorities on theater building to be the 
only possible combination of utility and 
beauty. It is tn three rises, each reached 
by its own flight of steps. 

The old row of loges, seating four each, that 
rimmed the balcony has disappeared. So 
also have the old built tn boxes, which have 
been replaced with hung boxes that per- 
mit of clear lines of vision from every part 
of the theater. 

A cross aisle now divides the main floor 
traneversely Into two sections of seats. This 
u six feet in width and is matched by an- 
other cross aisle of like width at the rear 
of the parquet. These cross aisles extend 
in straight lines from entrances from the 
lobby to exits that give directly onto the 
highway at the north side of the build- 
ing. 
One of the most striking ban ien is the 
new masonry-and-steel causeway that runs 
parallel with the balcony and reaches the 
street by a flight of concrete steps on which

eight persons may walk abreast. Not only 
does it afford a convenient exit from the 
balcony for those who care to use it on ordi- 
nary occasions but it wholly eliminates the 
risk of insecure footing in an emergency 
such as ig inseparable from the old style 
iron fire escape with, its “drop section 
of ladder at the last descent, 

The balcony is reached by a stairway from 
the lobby and not as in the old La Salle, by 
an “inside” stairway Thus the balcony 
audience is dismissed into the outer lobby 
and is not compelled to crowd through the 
parquet doors with the main floor audience. 

The old stairway that rose from the lobby 
to the main floor is now occupied by a small 
foyer, from which open the retiring room 
for women and the smoking room for men. 

The stage can be reached from the “ front 
of the house only by means of a tunnel 
of steel and concrete. There is no other 
passageway, save the small door beneath 
the stage through which the musicians enter. 
The musicians’ pit has been enlarged to 
accommodate seventeen players; the old pit 
was crowded with thirteen. 

The seating capacity of the new house 
is just that of the old—80S. A gain of 42 
seats has been made on the main floor 
through hanging the boxes. despite the large 
space given over to the two cross aisles, but 
this gain in seats downstairs is offset by a 
loss of forty-two in the balcony. which is 
shallower by the depth of the old row of 
loges. The seats are from two to four inches 
wider than in the old house, and there is 
greater space between rows. 

The color scheme of the new house ts Iike 
that of the old La Salle under the Askin 
management—ivory, red. and gold. This is 
carried out even to the drapery curtain of 
the stage, the ornamental metal of the chan- 
deliers and light 
the lobby. 

The entrances from the lobby to stores on 
either side of the theater have been sealed 
up and the box office has been set into the 
west wal, so that the lobby is now a long, 
unobstructed passageway.

The sd-called “ perishable properties re- 
quired for every performan include a 
quart of brandy, two glasses of Wilk, eight 


quarters of champagne, Jo siphons of 
seltzer, a quart of ginge, Ge. twenty-four 
cups and a percolator of coffee, eight ci- 
gars, three packages of cigarets, three cakes, 
one apple, and oné banana. 


The wine, brandy, coffee, cigars, and ciga- 
rets are essential to the banquet scene. Cof- 
fee is made and drunk on the stage in the 
villain’s bachelor apartment. The other 
edibles and the soft drinks are monopolized 
by Willie Nutt, who pleys the bad boy and 
finds great pleasure in that part of his 
business.“ 


Loaf sugar and carrots also figure in the 
weekly expense bill, but merely as minor 
items, being used to coax the dosen horses 
appearing in the performance. The pack of 
hounds, too, require petting to the extent of 
thirty-five dog biscuits at each perform- 
ance.

business before they have fairly started, 
as a result they lose interest and quit wite 
a loss. To feed poultry economically and 
yet properly is not child's play; it means 
study and careful management. Poultry 
writers may tell you to feed so and so much 
te a flock of so many hens, but if you follow 
nuch advice to the letter you will find in time 
that the advice is in most cases not practical. 
There is only one sure way to ‘eed poultry 
properly, and that is gained only by practical 
experiénce along this line. That is why I say 
buy a pen of birds to start with and thus 
gain knowledge in à practical way. . 
By buying a pen of fowls in the fall you 
dave an opportunity to get some strictly 
‘fresh eggs from your own hens during the 
winter months, when such eggs are difficult 
de purchase. To be rewarded with some nice 
eggs within a short time of starting to Keep 
poultry is encouragement enough to the aver- 
age beginner to spur him on in the werk he

URING the week just passed, many 
Chicagoans learned tg their surprise 
that within a few miles of the city hall 
children are being taught real farm- 
ing—how to test seed corn, when to 
plant different crops, etc. It wasa first dem- 
onstration of the possibilities of making ag~ 
riculture a regular part of the curriculum in 
the Cook county country schools, 

Adults who attended the Cook county teach- 
ers’ institute were plainly astonished at the 
knowledge the children have gained in a com- 
paratively short time and the interest they 
are taking in the study. 

Some idea of the rapid development of agri- 
cultural education throughout the United 
States may be gained from an article on the 
subject of Agriculture in the Public High 
Schools,” written for the 1012 year book of 
the United States department of agriculture 
by Dick J. Crosby, specialist in agricultural 
duo uon of the office of experiment stations 
of the department of agriculture. 

“More than 1000 public bigh schools in 
the United States are now teaching agricul- 
ture; sixteen years ago there was not one,” 
u Mr. Crosby's opening statement. 

„At the beginaing of the present adm 
istration of the department of agriculture, in 
1807," he continues, there were sixteen 
state agricultural colleges and nine agri- 
cultural schools—seventy institutions in 
which agriculture was taught Now agri- 
culture is taught in about 2,600 state and 
private colleges, public and private agricul- 
tural schools, and public and private high 
schools. 

“ This rapid growth of facilities for teach- 
ing agriculture has not extended over the 
whole of this sixteen year period, but has 
been more marked in the last four years and 
most rapid in the last two years. Four years 
ago the agricultural education service of the 
office ‘of experiment stations listed less than 
350 institutions as teaching‘egriculture; two 
years ago, less than 900; now, about 2,600. 


— 
Schools Rapidly Increasing. 

“Retween 1908 and 1010 the number of 
institutions teaching agriculture was prac- 
tically doubled, and between 1910 and 1912 
this mumber was trebled. And while sixteen 
years ago, or even ten years ago, the public 
high schools were hardly thought of as 
effective agencies for the education of the 
rural people along vocational lines, at the 
present time they conetiiute over 80 per cent 
of the agencies engaged in teaching agricul- 
ture, not Including, of course, the one-teacher 
elementary schools, which have never been 
heted by the department. 

“There are several types of secondary 
achools in which agriculture is taught. First 
in order of establishment and in value of 
agricultural equipment are the agricultural 
schools connected with state agricultural col- 
leges, as in Minnesota and thirty-eix other 
States These scheodlse use the land, live 
stock, farm ¢quipmént, and laboratories of 
the agricultural colleges and their classes 
are largely taught by professors and inswuc- 
tors in the agricultural colleges. 


like those in Maryland, Michigan, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, and Wisconsin; con- 
gressional district schools, as in Alabama 
and Georgia; judicial district schools, as in 
Oklahoma, and schools serving larger dis- 
tricts, sometimes a whole state, as in Arkan- 
sas, California, Colorado, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Vermont, These schools have been estab- 
lished primarily for the purpose of teaching 
agriculture, 8 3 
High School Work Encouraged. 

“ The third type of school is the public high 
school in which a department of agriculture 
has been established or à teacher of agricul- 
ture employed or an agricultural course con- 
ducted by a science teacher with agricultural 
training. 

“ Bleven states have appropriated funds to 
encourage the teaching of agriculture in ex- 
isting public high schools, and one or two 
others have granted subsidies for conducting 
teachers’ training courses in which agricul- 
ture la one of the sub ot instruction. 

“ While only eleven states give financial 
aid to the teaching of agriculture in high 
schools, many more encourage such work, 
and all but Delaware and Rhode Island have 
one or more high schools in which agriculture 
ia taught. And it is not always in the states 
where agricultural instruction is subsidized 
that we find the largest number of high school 
courses in that subject. Ohio, without eub- 
sidies, has 835 high schools on our agritul- 
tural lists; Nebraska, with 101, is next; and 
Missouri, with 167, is third, while the largest 
number in any state that subeldizes agricul- 
tural courses is 182 in Kansas and Minnesots 
—the same number in each state—counting 
both subsidized and unsubsidized schools

Chicago, Ull.—{Forward to the Land Bu- 
reau.)—Can you tell me something about the 


land in the northern part of Calcasieu parish? 


I think it is in the section now known ae 
Beauregard parish. I would like to know 
something about the price of land, what it is 
best adapted for, eta. R. M. 

Of that parish a handbook of Louisiana is- 
gued by the Louisiane state board of agricul- 
ture and immigration, Baton Rouge, le., 
eays: 

“This parish has the largest area in the 
state and contains 2,001,520 acrea Its for- 
mation embraces prairie, pine hill pine flat, 
coast marsh and a little alluvial and wooded 
swamp land. It is drained by Bayous Nes- 
pique and the Sabine, Mermentau and Cal 
Gasiew river, with ita many tributary streams. 
Water is plentiful and of good quality. 

“The Southern Pacific, the N. Louis, Wat- 
king and Guif. and the Kansas City Southern 
railroads traverse the parish Lake Charles 
situated on Lake Charles, is the parish seat. 

“The crop productions are principally rice 
and sugar; corn, cotton. sweet and Irish pota- 
toes, peas, hay, oats and garden truck are 
also raised. 

“Tile fruits and nuts are the orange, grapes, 
peach, pear, plum, pecan, guave, pomegran- 
ate, prune and fig. 

“The timber is pine, oak, gum, elm, sugar- 
wood, cottonwood, willow, locust and per- 
simmon. The lumber interesta, long-leaf 
yellow pine, are extensive, and millions are 
here invested. Livestock raising is a profit- 
able industry, and sheep, cattle, hoga and 
horses are extensively raised. Lands are 
worth from 81 to $50 an acre.” |

Cool Winds Temper Heat. 

There is no federal soil survey of the sec- 
tion of Calcasieu parish about which you 
seek Information, but from a soil survey of 
the Lake Charies area, Louisiana, made in 
1901, which includes the south central part 
of Calcasieu parish, tht following general 
information is taken: 

The climatic conditions are nearly semi- 
tropical, but the high temperature that is 
found in localities so far south is modified 
by cool winds from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
region thus has a rather uniform summer 
temperature, & moderate winter and on the 
whole a very agreeable climate. 

“ The normal mean temperature for spring 
averages about 70 degrees, with a maximum 
of 98 degrees. The rainfail for the spring 
months averages about fourteen inches. 

“The normal mean summer temperature 
is 80 degrees, with a maximum of 101 degrees 
and a minimum of 80 degrees. The sunshine 
record for the summer months is about 50 
per cent. The summer rainfall averages 
eighteen inches. 

“The normal mean temperature for the 
fall ia 68 degrees, with a maximum of 04 
degrees and a minimum of 22 degrees. The 
rainfall averages ten inches. 

“The normal mean winter temperature is 
52 degrees, with a maximum of 88 degrees 
and a minimum of 10 degrees. The rainfall 
for the winter months is twelve inches. 

“Ordinary crops are raised without Irri- 
gation, though the staple, rice, is always 
irrigated. 


You Like 


The cultivation of rice upon a large scale 


is making it necessary to stock the country 


with work animals and cattle. They are 
indispensable to its success. As yet [this was 
in 1901] the locality produces no forage crop 
of value and no grain with which to carry the 
work animals through the seasons of labor. 
Stock food is purchased at high prices and 
shipped in from northern sections of the 
country and the meat supply of the people 
also comes largely from northern markets. 
The rice area should produce its own stock 
food and enough beef and dairy products to 
supply its needs. 

“The increase In population of the sur- 
rounding territory is rapidly creating a de- 
mand for orchard and garden products. Until 
the present little attention has been paid to 
such production. The higher and lighter soils 
of the area are well adapted to such crops 
and a few years should see this section pro- 
ducing much of the fruit consumed by the 
people. At present cabbage, celery, and cer- 
tain other garden products are shipped in 
from California, but with the cheap labor and 
favorable soils and climate of the Lake 
Charles area these could easily be grown at 


home.” ;

Soil Survey in Arizona. 

Chicago -I Forward to the Land Bureau.]— 
Please let me know if you have a federal soil 
survey of the country around Nogales or of 
Pima county, Aris. I would like to know 
what that report says of the transportation 
facilities, climate, agricultural development, 
and people. Is it below the frost line? What 
products do they raise? Is there any irriga- 
tion or facilities for any? I will be thankful 
for any imformation that would be helpful 
to one interested in the locality. W. B. 8. 

There is no federal soil survey of Santa 
Cruz county, in which the town of Nogales 
is located, or of Pima county, in which the 
city of Tucson is ajtuated. 

The 1910 United tes census shows that 
the value of all crops raised in Santa Cruz 
county was $109,900, of which . T was in 
cereals, $10,475 other grains and grasses, 
$56,628 hay and forage, $12,668 vegetables. 
$4,828 fruits and nuts, and $5,185 all other 
crops. 

The same census report gives the value of 
all crops in Pima county as $200,170, divided 
as follows: Cereals, $31,001; other grains 
and seeds, $8,786; hay and forage, $112,569; 
vegetables, $37,003; fruits and nuts, $1,441; 
all other crops, $8,470. 

The 1910 United States census shows that 
in ta Cruz county out of a total of 176 
fa seventy-five were irrigated. There 
were sixty-six independent irrigation enter- 
prises, representing a cost of $58,051. The 
average cost per acre enterprises were capa- 
ble of irrigating was $11.66. Acreage enter- 
prises were capable of irrigating in 1910, 
4,895; acreage Included in projects, 6,872. 

The same report gives these figures for 
Pima county: Number of all farms, 405; 
number of farms Irrigated in 1900, 188; acre- 
age enterprises were Capable of irrigating 
in 1910, 11,876; acreage included in projects, 
24,484; number of Independent irrigation en- 
terprises. 110; cost of enterprises up to July 
1. 1910, $427,077.

Good Locality for Hay. 

“This type of soil is usually well adapteg 
to timothy and clover, and as yet these ary 
the leading crops [the survey wag made {a 
1904], mainly for the reason that with the 
present high demand and high prices of bay ; 
in the Duluth and Superior markets and u 
the nearby logging camps, nothing else pays 
so well. The clover grows waist high andi 
usually grown with timothy, which alts 
makes a luxurlant growth. A few fields of 
wheat were seen and the average ts abou 
fifteen bushels per acre. The Soil jp tes 
cold and the season too short for corn t 
mature. It can de grown successfully for 
fodder, however, and sweet corn does fairly 
well. 

The yields of all crops on newly broke 
areas of this soil are often unsatisf 
but the second crop is always better and the 
soil shows more improvement with use ang 
more lasting effects of manuring than any 
other type in the area. All yields are great 
increased by the incorporation of coarse 
manure, thé beneficial effects of which te 
to de due not so much to the addition of plat 
food as to the change which is brought 
about in the texture of the soll. Good crops 
of potatoes, rutabagas, peas, beets, and ip . 
fact all root crops are grown in the gardens 
upon this type.“

table laden with luxuries is presided over by 
as many more. Then there must be a chef 


to prepare those great dinners of which one 
reads and dreams, and there must be Wines 
of the most expensive to accompany other 
luxuries. 

The way it is really done is this, except in 
cases where a cabinet member has from $50,- 
000 to $100,000 a year to draw upon: Just 
as many servants are required as the mis- 
tress of the house wishes to keep, and she 
can at all times put up a noble front to the 
social world with only five. The aforemen- 
tioned servant or coachman must of course 
stand at the curb to open and close carriage 
doors for such of the calling population as 
go about without a footman on their own 
box. The footman employed by cabinet 
members, generally speaking, is an imposing 
individual, but the only part of him owned 
by Mme. Cabinet is the coat on his back 
and his hat. The brass buttoned garment 
as well as the chapeau she buys to fit the 
favorite messenger in her husband's depart- 
ment unless that individual is wily enough to 
own one. The chances are that the neat 
man at the door who extends the silver tray 
to one as one enters might also be recog- 


nized as another special favorite in the mess- 


senger line in the distinguished husband's 
department. One of these two, or yet anoth- 
er—and here one begins to doubt if it is 
possible to secure such diversified talent in 
a government menial—comes in to scrub 
floors, vestibules, polish furniture, the floor, 
the doorknob, just anything which requires 
it, and get madam’s house n for public 
inspection. 

There are in every department a number 
of men who are expert waiters, and one 
scarcely goes to the White House or else- 
whefe without recognizing one of them. Of 
course the services of these men cannot be 
secured for all the time, but it is generally 
made convenient for them to leave the de- 
partments between the hours of 9 and 4:30 
o'clock or later if the domestic affairs of 
a cabinet member so demand, and they cer- 
tainly add an impoging touch to these semi- 
public functions.

Only in one of the eight seasons previous to 
this has he been cut of condition for more 
than a brief time. In 1909. when he listened 
to bad advice and “held out” for bigger

1906 to 1912 inclusive, Walsh pitched in 388 


American league games and in thirteen post- 
Season battles for world’s or city champion- 
Ships That is a total of 368 and an average 
_ Of over fifty-two games a year, and the 
schedule includes only 154 games a year. 

This does not include the spring training 
trip work Walsh's arm did. nor any of the 
days when he pitched nine innings out in a 
corner of the field warming up to relieve some 
of his pais. Taking his actual work in regu- 
lar games, we feel free to challenge any mod- 
ern slabman to beat it either in quantity or 
quality over a period of seven years 


Leads League Only Once. 

Yet Walsa has ica the Ame:.can league 
pitchers only once—in 1908. That was be- 
cause of the absurd system, left over from 
the dark ages of baseball, of rating pitchers 
by the number of games their teams won or 
lost for them. Walsh usually has ranked 
Tow in the list, and in one year, 1910, was 
credited with winning less than half his 
games, although he had a good year. The 
Sox finished sixth in the race that season, 
which explains his low percentage. - 

In only three years has Waish pitched in 
less than fifty games. Hie record for 1906 
shows only forty-one games in the regular 
season. Of these he was credited with win- 
ning seventeen and losing thirteen. And the 
White Sox won the pennant at that. In the 
world’s series with the Cubs Big Ed pitched 
one full game and part of another, giving him 
forty-three real battles for that year. In 1907 
Walsh worked in fifty-six leagut games, and 
they gave him credit of winning twenty-four 


games for at least an inning. The 1912 rec- 
ords give Walsh twenty-seven victories and 
seventeen defeats with a team that finished 
fourth. 


Honors Under New Rule. 


There is no doubt but that, if the White 
‘Sox marvel had been pitch'ng for a eontend- 
ing team in all of his eight years, as he was 
in 1906, 1907, and 1908, he would have madea 
grand showing in the official records. But 
when the fans of the next decade look over 
past dope they may wonder why Walsh 
gained such a reputation unless they total up 


the number of games in which he performed. 


If the new system of ranking pitchers by their 
effectiveness had been in ise during the last 
eight years, Walsh would have been on top 
or thereabouts every season. It is just his 
luck to be out of commission this season, in 
which the American pitchers for the first time 
are to be tested by the efficiency method. To 
date Walsh has pitched ir only fourteen 
games this year, seven of them being com- 
plete games.

Star Half Back to Drop Out Be- 
cause of His Health. 


DEVOTES HIS TIME TO TRACK 


All Varsity Men Report They Will Be 
Ready for Practice. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—All 
this week the office of the University Athletic 
association has been receiving letters from 
the men who were invited to report for early 
football practice on Sept. 15, but so far no 
letter has been received from Jimmy Craig. 
star half back, who recently announced that 
it would be an utter impossibility for him 
to devote any of his time this year to ath- 
letics. 

Craig last season and the year before 
played a great game at half back, despite the 
fact that his frail physique prevented him 
from getting the conditioning which was 
given the remainder of the squad, Last sea- 
son, especially, he was nursed as carefully as 
is possible under Yost’s strenuous system of 
training, and it was indeed seldom when Jim- 
my was seen in the daily scrimmages. Heal- 
ways was to be found in the lineup when sig- 
nal practice was under way, but when it came 
to the actual scrimmaging the star back- 
field man could be found kicking a football 
on some other part of the fief. 

Ruined for Track Contests. 

Last fall Trainer Steve Farrell said fooi- 
ball was ruining one of the most promieing 
track men he had ever handled, and Craig's 
work last spring seemed to bear out the 
trainer’s contention He failed to show his 
1912 form, and it is barely possible this fact 
may have had something to do with his de- 
termination. 

When Craig entered Michigan he gave 
promise of becoming every bit as famous 
as his brother, Ralph, the Olympic eprint 
champton. Trainers who had him under ob- 
servation predicted he would make a faster 
sprinter than Ralph, owing to his ability to 
get away from the mark faster, and as a 


hurdler he was better than his brother in his

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Ane AVARICE BRINGS DEATH 


Overmatching to-Gain Money Is 
Cause of Fight Fa es. 


BLAME ON THE MANAGERS. 


Make Coin by Keeping Proteges 
Hustling with Fists. 


BY RAY C. PEARSON. 

If those who have most to do with the 
promotion of boxing contests knew the full 
meaning. of the term “ overmatching,” the 
sport, which has been undergoing . 
steady legislative fire in the last few 
years, would long ago have been placed on 
a footing which might resemble ih strength 
the “rock of Gibraltar.” ee „ can be 
stated right here that evermatching has 
done more to darken the pages of pugilistic 
himory than anything else, and in order to 
find proof of this it is only necessary for one 
to scan the list of ring fatalities. 

In the last decade there have been upwards 
of 100 deaths of athletes which were at- 
tributed to ring “accidents.” Not all of 
them, of course, were due ta overmatching, 
but to the close follower of the sport who 
knows the fighters it is plain that a big share 
of. the bouts which resulted in the fatalities 
never should have been allowed to take place. 


Death of Young. 

The death a few days ago of the heavy- 
weight “ Bull” Young after he had been 
knocked out in the eleventh round of his bat- 
tle with Jess Willard in the arena presided ~ 
over by Tom McCarey at Vernon, Cal., em- 
phatically demonstrated the danger that lies 
in the making ‘of matches where the men 
cannot by any stretch of imagination be con- 
sidered equals eitherin physique or ring craft. 

For eleven rounds big Willard, who towered 
nearly a foot over his opponent, hammered 
him almost as he pleased. Young's face was 
cut to ribbons and there was not one round 
of the eleven in which the smaller man in- 
flicted any damage. Not only in height did 
Willard have the advantage, but he had a 
pull of huge proportions in the weights, for 
Young never fought at a notch higher than 
185 pounds. 

In*summing up that fatal fight a glance 
through recent history shows just how little 
chance Young had against Willard. They had 
met twice before, when both were spending 
most of their time in Chicago. 


Their First Clash. 

In their first fight, which was held Ina place 
called Argo, a suburb of Chicago, Willard. 
after giving Young a terrific being. knocked 
him out in three rounds. Young never had 
a chance in that fight and his opportunities 
were lessened when they fought for the sec- 
ond time in a Fort Wayne ting. In their sec- 
ond combat the result was the same, Young 
losing by a knockout in the fifth round after 
he had been badly beaten by his bigger oppo- 
nent. 

In view of these battles {t is hard to see 
where Young. could be conceded the most 
remote sort of chance for victory when he 
stepped Into the ring with Willard the other 
day at Vernon. But the match was made. 
the men went through with it, and a fatality 
was the result. 

There have been too many cases of this 


} sort of overmatching for all of them to re- 


ceive mention here, but arcther example of 
evermatching in which Willard was one of 
the principale is fresh in the minds of the 
fistic followers, at least those who reside in 
Fort Wayne. Ind.; Chicago, or neighboring 
cities. This bout, like the second Willard- 
Young affair, was staged in a Fort Wayne 
ring, the cowboy’s opponent being a chap 
named Frank Bauer, who hailed from 8t. 
Charles, III., and it was fortunate that that 
bout did not result tn a tragic finish. 


Matched with Willard. 
Bauer came into Chicage (o take a few box- 


ing lessons at Harry Giltacre’s gymnasium 


and got the idea in his craw that he could 
fight. He possessed the ideasostrongly that 
he was matched for the affair with Willard. 
The fact that Willard was too big and had 
the advantage in every po:nt did not make 
any difference to those who were responsible 
for the staging of the bout. 

Those who saw that fight saw Willard cut 
the St. Charles man’s face to ribbons and 
finally saw the cowboy swing with his righ: 
and score a knockout in the fifth round. When 
Bauer was taken out of the ring it was neces- 
sary for him to go to a hospital to have s 
big cut over his chin sewed up. 

Bauer drew down just $125 for taking that 
beating after he had been overmatched. 

An interesting sidelight to that bout which 
shows how. lacking in class Bauer was, is the 
fact that only a few days before the bout 
with Willard he was knocked out in the first 
round of a gymnasium match with Fred Gi 
more, a much smaller man, who manages « 
string of dokers. 


Tancl-Greenberg Go. 

Another instance of overmatching was tha’ 
in the case of the fight between Eddie Tanci 
and Eddie Greenburg, a couple of Chicago 
featherweights, who fought at La Salle, III. 
a tew years ago, Greenburg dying from the 
injuries he recelved. Greenburg was any- 
thing but a match for his stockier and strong- 
er opponent. Tanci simply beat him as he 
pleased and scored a knockout. Before that 
fight bad gone two rounds many of those at 
the ringside were clamoring for the referee 
to stop the uneven struggle and give the fight 
to Tancl. But the referee allowed the bout 
to go on to its fatal termination. 

Just where the blame for these ring fata!i- 
tles should be placed isn’t difficult of solu- 
tion, and behind it all is greed for gold. The 
promoters, the managers, and the match- 
makers are the ones that have done the most 
to bring an end to the sport, because some 
of them have not hesitated at making any 
kind of a match whether even or Uneven, so 
long as there was a chance to pull down the 


coin. 
How They Profit. 

The managers in particular have been re- 
sponsible, for it is by keeping their fighters 
busy they are able to eke out a liviihood, 
which isn’t an elaliorate thing in the present 
time in the game Of pugilism. Then, too, 
some of the referees of the present day have 
not shown they are capable of judging cor- 
rectly the proper tithe to stop a battle in 
which the contes‘ants are unevenly matched.

UGH JENNINGS “* whee -ahed, 
whistled, kicked, and pull-grassed 
the Detroit Tigers into three Amer- 
ican league pennants, and that 
ought to be justification enough for 
his antics oh the coaching line,” said a 
prominent baseball man recently in reply- 
ing to a criticism of the present Detroit 
- glub and its standing in the pennant rece. 
Of course this statement is not strictly 
true, but there seems little reason to doubt 
that the pepper and ginger Jennings put 
into his coaching was, reflected in the 
A appy Tigers, who won championships 
in 1907, 1908, and 1909. 
The present Detroit club has not the 
fighting spirit of the club a few years ago. 
That is natural. The old championship 


aggregation disintegrated, as all winners 
must do eventually, while the manager 1s 


trying to find new arms, legs, and heads to 
replace those worn by usage and years. 
Jennings realizes that he must build anew, 
and that takes time as well as patience, 
> 

Many reasons have been advanced for 
Jennings’ eccentric coaching. Some say it 
is to divert the opposing pitcher’s attention; 
some say it is to make his own batsman 


less self conscious, Jennings lets those in- 
clined to that sort of thing advance their 
own conclusions and just smiles, When 
interrogated, he replies: “ It’s not against 
the rules and it doesn’t do any harm, does 
it? So if it amuses me, why not?” 

Jennings’ coaching, whether or not it 
amuses him, amuses the fans and no doubt 
has contributed largely to his popularity 
around the Ban Johnson circuit. 

~~ 

Hugh Ambrose Jennings was born on 
April 2, 1871, at the little mining town of 
Moosic, Pa., where his father followed the 
prevailing industry. Hughey played on the 
kid teams of the neighborhood and as he 
advanced in years with those of surround- 
ing towns, first attracting attention as a 
catcher on the lots of Leighton. Jack 
Chapan, then manager of the Louisville 
club of the American association, heard of 
the sorrel topped backstop and signed him 
at a salary of $175 a month in 1891. 

Jennings got a chance as a first baseman 
because the regular man was hurt, but in 
1892 was moved to shortstop, where he 
played an erraticgame, The following sea- 
son he was sick and his batting fell off go 
that Billy Barnie, then manager, threw 
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traded First Baseman Harry Taylor to Ned 
Hanlon of Baltimore for Voiceless Tim“ 
O’Rourke.

As a member of the famous Orioles which 
won the pennants of 1894, 1895, and 1896, 
Jennings was associated with McGraw, 
Willie Keeler, Joe Kelley, Dan Brouthers, 
Doyle, and Wilbert Robinson, under the 
leadership of Ned Hanlon, That aggrega- 
tion has been considered one of the trickiest 
and brainiest teams that ever played base- 
ball, and Jennings was never accused of 
being a silent partner. 

When the stars of the Baltimore club 
were transferred to Brooklyn in 1889, Jen- 
nings was among the number and played 
on the championship clubs of 1899 and 1900. 
By this time he had lost his arm” and 
was stationed at first or second base. He 
then played with Philadelphia in 1901 and 


1902 and returned to the Baltimore club 
of the Dastern league in 1908, where he 
became manager. 


In the fall of 1906, Detroit, needing a 
— * succeed William Armour, drafted 
H and installed him at the helm in 
1907. Detroit was not considered a cham- 
pionship contender, but Jennings started 
to pull grass, to dance and yell on the 
base lines, and the team rose on its toes 
in response. He nerved his pitchers and 
with Cobb and Crawford to lead the attack 
the Tigers won the pennant only to suc- 
cumb to the great Chicago Cub machine 
in the world series. 


> 


Detroit repeated its pennant victory in 
1908 in the greatest race in the history of 
the American league. Ten days before the 
season closed four teams had a chance for 
the pennant. Detroit did not clinch the 
flag until the very last game of the season 
in Chicago, when the Chicago White Sox, 
whose pitching staff had been under a 
terrific strain, succumbed when a victory 
would have meant the pennant for Chi- 
cago. Again the Cubs won the world’s 
series. 


In 1909 Jennings was called upon to show 
his daring by a trade in midseason which 


exchanged Schaefer and Rossman, ve 
erans, for Tom Jones and Delahanty. The 
trade steadied his infield, Detroit again wen 
the pennant and again lost the world’s 
series, this time to Pittsburgh, which tn. 
umphed through the hurling of Babe 
Adama, a pitcher new to the limelight 


od 


Jennings’ great ambition Is to remain 6 
the helm in Detroit long enough to land 
another pennant winner and to wip 
a world’s title series, which he hag been 
thrice denied. To accomplish that pur- 
pose he is ready to whistle, to kick, and ts 
yell and pull grass on the coaching Lineg as 
vigorously as of old. 

Off the field Jennings takes his basebal] 
seriously, just as seriously as he took u 
the study of law at Cornell university dup. 
ing several winters while still active as 
a ball player. At Ithaca Jennings assisted 
in coaching the ball nine, mingled with the

At seemed rather a radical step at the 
time, said Mrs.West last week. “I was not 
sure that any of the.women of the club were 
suffragiets. In fact, I had heard several of 
the members say that they did not care to 
vote, even if they were given the opportunity 


However, I noticed that, though many did’ 


rot declare themselves in favor of tre move- 
ment, it seemed to be the most absorbingly 
interesting topic at every luncheon and din- 
ner party. One heard woman's suffrage on 
every side. 

„I was not familiar with the work of the 
suffragists. I had never taken even e casual 
interest in the question, for I had never felt 
the need for the vote. I did not know whether 
I wanted to use this newly acquired privilege 
for which the capable women at Springfield 
had worked so hard. I was neither a suffrag- 
ist nor an anti. What Mttle I knew I had 
gained from hastily scanning articles on the 
subject in the newspapers. 

“TI knew there must be many women ina 
similar position. Many of us who have had 
our homes and our families to care for have 
not had the time to attend the women’s clubs 
where matters of civic interest and the wom- 
an movement are discussed. 

“We all know fine men who do not take 
enough interest to vote. Perhaps the women 
will tall to make use of it. Surely they will 
if thev do not see the advantage to be gained 


from it.

Women Iaterested in Vital Things. 

“When I went to suffrage headquarters 
and met Mrs. Florence Bennett Peterson I 
hardly knew what it wasI wanted. She sug- 
gested The Responsibility of the Ballot. An 
excellent idea, I thought, for it promised 
something interesting as well as beneficial. 
Women are interested in vital things these 
days. Literature and art always will have 
their place, but it seems to be a secondary 
one at present. 

“Later Mrs. reterson consulted with Miss 
S. Grace Nicholes, chairman of the lecture 
committee of the Illinois Equal Suffrage as- 
sociation, with the result that we are to have 
ten splendid lectures by speakers who are 
best fitted to speak upon the various subjects. 

“All of the popular arguments against 
woman's suffrage seem foolish to me. Itis 
ridiculous to say that it will disrupt the home 
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and family. There is not the slightest 900 
bility of that. The capable woman does not 
need the entire day to discharge her house. 
hold duties. She has many hours which ahs 
may devote to her own improvement or that 
of other women. 

“It is the idle woman, not the busy one 
who is to be feared. She is a menace to sans 
American home life, for it is the idle womas 
of the middle classes who frequently gets 
into domestic difficulties or develops nervous 
prostration for the want of something better 
to do.

To the building of houses in Lake Forest 
there is no end—fortunately for architects, 
One of the latest and most interesting to be 
Ralph Poole residence on 
Green Bay road, about a mile north of the 
Edward Moore house. Messrs. Dangler 
& Adler have made the designs, which are a 


wry charming example of the regency peri- 


od in French architecture. The building 
is to be of concrete, with window cornices 
and quoins of a lighter tinted plaster. The

The interior 
arrangement of the Poole house is most 
attractive and has some unique features in 
their oval dining room and oval veranda, 
which balance each other with subtle har- 
mony at either end of the house. 

These two young architects have dallied 
long enough abroad to become thoroughly 
imbued with the spirit of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries in architecture. 
They know the history and personalities of 
the times of the Louis XIV., XV., and XVI. 
thoroughly, and delight in reproducing the 
art of those various periods. 

Henry Dangler, who is a grandson of Mrs. 
Henry Corwith, one of Chicago's best known 
older residents, bears a most astonishing re- 
semblance to the present King of Spain. 
Why the unmistakable Hapsburg type 
should have strayed so far afield it is hard 
to understand. This likeness: he says, gained 
him much consideration and immunity at the 
Beaux Arts, where he studied. On the 
streneth of it he could easily turn out any 
Spanish garrison to parade before him, or 
walk unchallenged into any public building 
or roval palace in Alfonso’s domaine. 

Da vid Adler. too, has a very foreign air, 
looking more like a typical Parisian than a 
product of Milwaukee, his natal city.

Over in Japan men are learning to re- 
epect their wives. It is not a sudden ware 
of chivalry that is bringing about this 
changed attitude on the part of the stronger 
ex. It is industry. The educational fa- 
cilities which in recent years have been ex- 
tended to the women of the flowery king- 
dom have given rise to the employment of 
women in industry. With the woman earn- 
ing her livelihood in the shop or factory a 
lordly attitude on the part of the husband 
becomes more and more out of place. 

No doubt the rise of women labor in 
Japan will bring with it a train of social illa - 
and problems as it has brought them every- 
where else. Still it is to be welcomed by 
the women of Japan, for it will bring to them, 
as it has brought to the women of Europe, 
@ great many advantages. The ills and 
problems aceompanying woman labor will 
gradually be lessened in Japan as they are 
being lessened elsewhere, while the advan- 

tages that go with the economic independ- 
ence of women will remain. 

lt was the rise of woman in industry 
that has paved the way for her to social 
and political equality in many countries of 
the old world and in many states in our own 

country. It has put au end to the fqudal 
marriages in which the woman was literally 
bartered to a man without regard to her per- 
sonal preference. The steady rise of woman 
in industry is today slowly putting an end 
to the loveless marriage, the marriage for 
the sake of any kind of a home. What in- 
dustry has done and is doing to elevate tlie 
woman of Europe and America it will do 
: for the woman of the orient. The greater 
respect which the Japanese woman is now 
being shown by her husband is but the fore- 
runner of many more advantages to come. 


IN SPITE OF FREE LIBRARIES. 

The rapid increase in the number of public 
libraries in the United States and the enor- 
mous augmentation of the circulation of their 
books by means of branches, traveling libra- 
ries, eic., does not appear fo have put om 
of business those libraries which charge 
fees for the privilege of reading the volumes 
they let out. 8 

In spite of the greatly extended service 
ot the Chicago public library, for instance, 
there exists in this city many hundred™ pri- 


vate circulating libraries carrying fiction } 


aimost entirely, and these all prove profitable 
side lines for drug stores, stationery shops, 
etc., in the outlying districts, for a few cents 
saving their subscribers the trouble of deal- 
ing direct or at second hand with the public 
institution. ; 

An investigation set on foot by the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly in New York discloses some 
facts on the profit of a single popular book 
to one of these private libraries and reveals 
the fact that even a best seller's” popu- 
larity is not always gauged alone by the re- 
turns from retail outright sales. 

These libraries buy a certain number of : 
new copies of a popular book at the time of 
publication, but later on, when it has ap- 
peared in cheap reprints, is when they make 
their greatest profit. In one library it was 
reported that a half dollar edition of one 
novel had taken in $4.80 in eighteen months, 
while in the same time a full priced edition 
bronght the library $4. 
made known that both these

SEVENTY YEARS AGO. 
Seventy years ago the American gov- 
ernment and some part at least of the 
American people were watching the gath- 
ering of war clouds over our southern 
border. That border was then not for- 
mally ours. was that of the republic 
of Texas, soon to be admitted to the 


ico. Even this border was in doubt, the 
Texans backed by Uncle Sam claiming | 
all territory to the Rio Grande. 

It was in 1844 that the government be- 
gan to mobilize a small force in the neigh- 
borhood of Texas and the next year about 
4,000 entered Texas as “an army of oc- 


dubious orders from Washington. 


colonel of the Sixth infantry, one of the 
few veterans of the war of 1812 who had 
‘won laurels in that sorry fiasco. Tayior 
won his first at Tippecanoe, more at the 
heroic and successful defense of Fort 
Harrison, more still in the Bigck Hawk 
and the Seminole wars, and now awaited 
the climax of his military career. 

The force he commanded had had six 
months’ training at Corpus Christi, and 
four-fifths of its officers were either grad- 
uates 1 the military academy or were 
veterans of the Seminola war. When the 
Mexican general, Arista, crossed the Rio 
Grande with 6,000 men Taylor met him 
at Palo Alto on May 7, 1846, and at 
Resaca de la Palma on the following day 
with 2,222 officers and men of, whom about 
1,700 were actually engaged. Taylor re- 
ported: | 

Our victory has been decisive. A small force 
Has overcome immense odds of the best troops 
that Mexico can furnish—veteran regiments per- 
fectly equipped and appointed. Eight pieces of ar- 
tillery, several colors. and standards, a great 
number of prisoners, including fourteen 9ificers, 
and a large amount of baggage and public prop- 
erty have fallen into our hands. The causes of 
victory are doubtless to be found in the superior 
quaiity of our officera and men. 

Thé comment is significant, but should 
be expanded. The astonishing victories 
of the American armies in this’ war 
achieved on foreign. soi! against forces 
outnumbering them two, three or four to 
one, offer a striking contrast to the per- 
petual defeats of 1812. It is true, in the 
earlier war we met a more warlike foe, 
but it must not be assumed that the Mex- 
ican armies did not fight well and even 
desperately. The great difference between 
the two wars was that in 1812 we tried to 
fight with green militia commanded by 
officers most of whom owed their com- 
missions to- politics. It was a war of un- 
preparedness, of amateur, impromptu sol- 
diership, and we were thoroughly thrashed 
for our pains. 

The Mexican war, on the other hand, 
was a war of regulars and trained volun- 
teers under seasoned and educated off- | 
cers. The suicidal state militia system 
had broken down completely, and though 
green troops were in Taylors army, and 
even in Scott's, and occasionally broke 
dangerously at Buena Vista—they were 
not preponderant. Meanwhile the volun- 
teers who had had some training acquitted 
themselves as they always have when 
trdined, with great honor to the flag. 

Taylor, whom his soldiers called “ Old 
Rough and Ready,” was not the man to 
rest upon a success, but crossed at once 
into Mexico, took Matamoras, and in Sep- 
tember, with 6,645 regulars and volun- 
teers, laid siege to and captured Mon- 
terey, although that city was heavily for- 
tified and defended by 10,000 Mexican 
troops, 7,000 of whom were regulars. 

Overtures begun by the United States 
for peace having been rejected by Mexico, 
it was determined at Washington to push 
the war and to begin an advance on the 
Mexican capital from Vera Cruz This 
was urged by Gen. Scott, whose plan was 
for an advance from the north on-San 
Luis Potosi, where Santa Ana, the presi- 
dent and principal military leader of Mex- 
ico, then was, while another large force 
landed at Vera Cruz and fought its way 
to the capital. 

Taylor, however, presented a more con- 
servative and doubtless a more practicable 
plan, considering the limitation of our 
forces. It was to take the defensive in 
the north, holding the ground gained in 
fortified positions, and drawing off a good 
part of our seasoned troops, to make a 
fighting force of 25,000, and with them 
attack the capital from Vera Crus. 

This plan was adopted, and curiously 
enough it was Taylor’s plan, which after 
one more glorious vietory ended his dom- 
inant participation in the war. For while 
after Buena Vista most of Taylor's best 
troops were sent to Vera Cruz, Taylor 
bimself was left in the north and Scott 
was intrusted with command in the new 
theater of war. ee. 

Taylor's last battle was Buena Vista, 
for which, with true military instinct, he 
left the fortified town of Saltillo, marched 
forth to meet Santa Ana in a picked field, 
and routed him there with a force little 
more than one-fourth the number of the 
enemy. With this astonishing coup de 
main, the war in the north ceased, and 
new heroes appeared upon the stage. 

Scott, the hero ef Lundy’s Lane, had been 
another of the few officers of the war 
of 1812 who came out with credit, and 
his subsequent record was like that of 
Taylor, though perhaps not quite so for- 
tunate. To prefer him over Taylor, whose 
exceptional fitness for command had just 
been demonstrated, seems not judicious, 
but fortunately it meant merely a change 
from one gallant and able general to an- 
other. 

A week after Buena Vista Scott with 
12,000 men landed and invested Vera 
Cruz. On March 20, 1847, the city capit- 
ulated, on April 8 Scott began his ad- 
vance, and two days later his army fought 
and won the battle of Cerro Gordo. That 
Scott could now have pushed his adv 
rapidly and ended the war in a few weeks 
is apparent. But here he met @ reminder

WAR AND DISEASE. 
HOULD we be so unfortunate as to 
go to war with Mexico, our battle 
against disease would be more diffi- 
cult thag that against the Mexicans. 
Two years ago, when Juarez bad 
been captured by the Maderists and the 
citizens of El Paso were permitted to cross 
the line to lend such help as they could, it 
was found that old fashioned typhus fever 
had been decimating both of the contending 


armies. 
It is safe to say that a people so little 


civilized as to permit the development ot 


this eighteenth century plague will be more 
than a hundred years behind the times in 
matters of sanitation all along the line. 
— 
It is well known that the Mexicans are an 
unvaccinated people, and that smallpox is 


always present among them. About fifteen 


years ago their smallpox was mild. The 
mild smallpox that has hung on in this 
country so persistently came from Mexico 
in 1808, though it got its foothold because, 
for a year or more, it went by the name of 
Cuban itch. 

The reports from Mexico are to the effect 
that, within thé last year or two, its small- 
pox is getting violent, and what we 
will have to face, if we go there, will bea 
violent form of the disease. 

The typhoid rate in Mexico is much 
higher than bere. Malaria is exceedingly 
violent, especially in the country bordering 
the gulf of Mexico. 

. 
„The contagion of one army threatens the 
opposing army, regardless of the picket line. 

Sick prisoners bring in contagion. Mor- 
quityes and flies do not respect the neutral 
zoue between the lihes. The water supplies 
polluted by one army are sometimes used 
| even simultaneously by the opposing army. 

Preventable disease does not respect the 
Geneva convention, but plays back and 
forth from side to side. It subjects you to 
risks to have a person or a nation with low 
sauitary standards as your enemy, or as 
your friend. 


~~ 

We can protect our invading armies 
against smallpox. We let a green regiment 
recruited in Dakota get away to the Philip- 
pines without proper vaccination. Ihe anti- 
vaccinationists have used the smallpox that 
developed among these soldiers to great 
advantage since 1900. 

It is, safe to say that no such mishap will 
occur again. In our next war, our green- 
horn troops will stay at home until their 
vaccinations have taken. 

We can protect our invading armies 
against typhoid. Our troops in Lexas since 
1911 have proved that typhoid can be easily 
preveuted. 

“a * 

Probably we shall be able to keep yellow 
fever away. We have grown so proficient 
in keeping cities clean that we may be able 
to keep an army in the neid clean, particu- 
larly it we keep away from the gult coast as 
much as possible. l 

There remain typhus, malaria, and the 
venereal diseases. The first is extremely 
deadly and the last two exceedingly power- 
ful paralyzers of an army in the field, 

~~ 

All in all, if we must invade our neighbor 
to the south, our sanitarians will have their 
work cut out for them. It behooves them to 
learn whenever they can. 

1 think it will be conceded that our army 
has the best sanitarians in the world. 
The great advances in the last twenty-five 
years have been made by the United States 
army sauitarians. Nothing done in Europe 
ig worthy to be mentioned in comparison 
with it. Nothing done by the men practicing 
curative medicine in this or any country 
approximates what these men of preventive 
medicine have done, . ö 

However, their monumental work has 
been done with civil communities under mili- 
tary control and with troops in barracks. 
The army of the Rio ae is an apparent, 
rather than a real, exception. All of this 
has come up since 1808. They have had no 
chance to try their mettle with soldiers in 
the field under the conditions of actual war- 
fare. 

The generals, colonels, and captaing in 
command in the old days were a Sassy 
bunch, They were important, and they 
proposed that everybody should recognize 
it. ‘The medical men, while a necessary 
nuisance, were, nevertheless, always and 
ever to be treated as a nuisance. The folly 
of these thickheads cost many thousands of 
lives, as I shall presently show. 

This last fifteen years have taught them 
much. Most of the old ones are ogsified, and 
the men who will get to the front have had 
the training that the last fifteen years have 
given. 8

We ought to escape any more Chicka- 


maugas, Jacksonvilles, and Santiagos. On

lished custom, especially an army custom. 

The army sanitarian who thinks he will 
not have to fight for the right to save the 
army in the next scrap has not figured that 
army customs are like a snake’s tail—they 
do not die until the sun goes down.

The most convincing experiences avail- 
able are those of tLe Russo-Japanese war; 
one may say the only war between two 
civilized nations since the United States 
army in Cuba and the Philippines had 
taught the world its lesson. 

Almost as soon as that conflict had ended, 
an army surgeon, Dr. L. L. Seaman, wrote 
a startling story of the sanitary achieve- 
ments of the Japanese army. 

Precautions against preventable disease 
hitherto unheard of had been carried out by 
the Japanese. This semi-civilized people 
had applied science in the care of the army 
as successfully as a Woman applies it in 
making bread. The results were marvelous. 
There i an old adage that “ any, army 
crawls on its belly,” meaning thereby that 
feeding an army is as important as fighting 
it. Cruel, cold eta tisties tell us that an army 
crawls on a stretcher, meaning thereby that 
the usual reasons for failure of campaigns 
is neglect of sanitation. 

The Japs, according to Dr. Seaman, went 

step further than reading this in the b 
they acted on It. 
and their armies, 
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“That does follow; you haven't any 
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of having four deaths from disease to ove 


- as do wild people elsewhere. 
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single track railroad to transport an army. 
At the time the armistice was agreed on, the 
Russians had landed more than a million 
soldiers in Manchuria, and considered that 
they were then for the first time in proper 
besition to prosecute the war. 
The one statement of this group that is 
not in controversy is the wonderful feat of 
transporting so large an army over the 
Siberian railroad, Col. Hoff's report on the 
war, as published in the Army and Navy 
Journal, says of this feat: 0 
In comparison with this, the logistics 
of ail previous military undertakings pale 
into insignificance.”

Col. Woodruff says that Col. Seaman had 
taken the statements of the Japs at their 
face value, and had not reckoned on the 
deceptiveness of the orientalis. 

To this article by Col. Woodruff, Col. Sea- 
man has replied, showing from the official 
figures that he was right in the first place, 
and claiming that Col. Woodruff was wrong, 
because he failed to take into calculation a 
large missing list. 

Col. Seaman knew that it was the custom ' 
of the Russians to leave their dead aad 
many of their sick and wounded for the 
Japs to care for, and that these appeared 
in the Russian list of missing. 

~~ 

Longmore’s tables, showing the statistics 
of the wars of the last 200 years, show that, 
in a war, four soldiers die from disease lor 
every one killed in battle. These figures 
being true, and by army men Longmore s 
tables are as standard as the length of a 
yard stick, the sanitary side of an army is 
its most important: side, or should be. 

Dr. Seaman tells us that, in the Japanese 
army, the relations were reversed. instead 


from buliets, it lost four from bullets to one 
from disease. 

By disease, as applied to an army, we 
mean preyentable disease, of which the most 
important in the wars of the last quarter 
century has been typhoid fever. 

In the Russo- Turkish war 80,000 died 
from disease, and 20,000 from wounds. In 
the Crimean campaign 50, 000 died from dis- 
ease; 2,000 from wounds. In the Mexicau 
war, the United States’ losses from disease 
were three times those from wounds. 

In the civil war, three-quarters of the 
deaths were due to disease. In the French 
war in Madagascar in 154 the high water 
mark of disease was reached. bourteen 
thousand troops were sent. Seven thousand 
died from preventable disease, and tweaty- 
nine were killed in battle. 

In the I'ranco-i’russian war, the losses 
from wounds and from disease were lers 
in each item than in the other wars of the 
last half century, except the Kusso-Japanenre | 
war, but they do not radically depart trom | 
the avergges in Longmore's tables. 
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Col. Seaman tells us that the total sick, 
as shown by the ofticial figures, was for the 
Japs 251,185 in twenty-six months, and for 
the Russians, 855,077 in twenty montha. 
Col. Seanian’s expianation tor the wonder- 
ful resuits is medical preparedness, 

Wen the forces were drawn up for what 
Was expected to be the great battle of the 
war, 62, 000 clean, empty beds stood wait- 


ing with plenty of attendants ready to re- 
ceive the wounded, who never caine.” 

In addition to the ordinary and usual 
sanitary equipment of the army, the Japs 
set aside 44,000 men, known as sanitary sol- 
diers. These men were an army directed by 
the medical corps in a fight against pre- 
ventable disease. 

They were the police arm of the medical 
service by which harmful-conditions were 
acouted out and through which obedience to 
the sanitary law was enforced. 

~~ 

No general outlines a campaign in à coun- 
try without having before him the best pos- 
sible survey of that country. ‘That has 
always been a principle of war. To this. 
the Japs added a new feature; it was the 
best sanitary survey obtainable. 

It is quite possible that Col. Seaman has 
given the Japs more credit than they de- 
serve, It ': equally possible that Col. Wood 
ruff has given them less credit than they 
deserve, 

With such figures as 90,000 unclassified, 
48,000 discharged, and about 90, 000 missiug 
no detailed information being given, Stu- 
tisticlans can throw these lumps as their 
sympathies direct, and the showing will de- 
pend upon how they are thrown.

It is well to bear in mind that the Japs 
are an exceedingly uneven people. Those 
who have been in contact with civilization 
have absorbed everything in sight. They 
are up to standard. They apply what they 
have listened to others discuss, and even 
adopt as a matter of form, but not as a ma;:- 
ter of fact. _ 

On the other hand, the Japs of the interior 
are still savages, and not even their splendid 
fellowship sutlices to bring them up to stand- 


This point was made clear by Kitasato 
in hia article on smallpox in Japan. The 
up to date parts of Japan are vaccinated 
and smallpox does not trouble them. ‘The 
wild portions of the Japanese people suffer

It is more than probable that Dr. Seaman 
was somewhat deceived by the oriental 
minds with whom he was in tontact. But 
even at that, there is glory enough for the 
Japs, also there is for us most valuable 
material for study. 

This war furnishes the first illustraticg | 
of the principles worked out by our people 
for Cuba being applied to forces in the tield 
under conditions of actual warfare. 

There are lessons to be learned, and there 
is no teacher except the experience of that 
war. Our little bit of experience with che 
maneuver division on the Kio Grande cannot 
be regarded as all we need. 


Again, in our adjustments with the Jap- 
anese, trouble may come in spite of all that 
can be done to the contrary. There is an 
excellent series of articles on the Japanese 
in the North American Review for June. 
From one of these we learn that the Jap- 
anese, while a people of mixed stock, are not 
essentially Mongolian. In fact, the basic 
stock was white race. They are generally

Thanks to this Lord Hambleden ts today, 
like his father before him, one of the prin- 
cipal and most powerful censors of British 
literature—novels, periodicals, and even of 
the daily and weekly press. 

When the readers employed by Lord Ham- 
bleden determine that any book, magazine 
or paper contains anything that they con- 
sider objectionable, they refegit to him and 
if he agrees with their verdict the publica- 
tion in question is barred from the Smith 
news stands, book shops, and circulating li- 
braries throughout the United Kingdom, with 
the result that its sale and circulation are 
seriously handicapped, if not rendered al- 
most impossibie. 

Nor can the publication In question secure 
any redress through the courts. Inasmuch 
as the firm of Smith & Son can be held 
legally responsible for any libelous or ob- 
jectionable matter sold of circulated through 
Its agency, it must naturally have the right 
to select, without let or hindrance, the pub- 
lications for which it is willing thus to hold 
itseif accountable. 

it ia only fair to add that this great power 
has never been misused and that the strictest 
justice ia always meted out to authors and 
editors. 

Lord Hambleden is a Conservative in poli- 
tics, a member of the Cariton club, and for 
eighteen years represented the Strand divi- 
sion of London in parliament. 

He also belongs to the Travelers’, was 
educated at Eton, and at New college, Ox- 
ford, rowed for his university in the an- 
nual Oxford and Cambridge boat race, and

Lady Hambleden is, through her mother, 
a great granddaughter of the famous Lady 
Hambleden who during the first half of 
Queen Victoria's reign played almost as Im- 
portant a role, political as well as social, 
as her husband, the masterful statesman and 
premier. 

One of Lady Hambléden’s sisters is the 
Marchioness of Salisbury, while the other 
is the widowed Countess of Airlie, lady in 
waiting to Queen Mary. 
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Greenlands was purchased by Lord Ham- 
bleden’s father from the Marjoribanks, who 
had in turn acquired it from the D’Oyley 
family, to whom it belonged for many cen- 
turies, It was an object of stubborn siege 
by Ofiver Cromwell in the days of the great 
rebellion. :

Lord Hambleden's father was one of the 
principal Conservative statesmen of his day, 
He did not enter pulitics until nearly 50, devot. 
Ing himself to the great publishing and dis- 
tributing business founded by his father 81 
the close of the eighteenth centurv 

He started in by winning the constituency 
of Westminster from John Stuart Mill, and 
within ten years had obtained cabinet rang 
as frat lord of the adniiralty. The appoint- 
ment. in view of the fact that he was a plala 
middle class business man u ho had no nauti- 
cal tastes or experience whatever. eacited a 
good deal of criticism and was ridiculed by 
Gilbert and Sullivan in their popular comie 
operetta, “ H. M. S. Pinafore.” 

He did well, however, at the admiralty, 
owing to his wonderful business ability and 
genius for administration, and was in turn 
secretary for war, for Ireland, dying as first 
lord of the treasury, leader of the house ot 
commons, and lord warden of the Cingus 
ports. 

He was the particular object of animosity 
and of attack by Lord Randolph Churchill, 
both as his ministerial colleague and asa 
rebel against his authority when out of office, 

Indeed, Lord Randolph seemed never ‘ired 
of efther bitterty attacking him or sneering 
at him.

In the dyeing of leather many chemicals are used, 
and some of them are injurious to the skin. If these 
vhemicals are not thoroughly removed. from the leath- 
er before it is made into a shoe the wearer of the 
shoe will suffer pain. The ammonia removes the pol- 
sonous dyes and cleanses the leather, so that when 
the shoes are worn for the first time there will be 
no burning or stinging of the feet. 

It is very important that every precaution should 
be taken against torture of the feet. If the feet are 
in pain the effect is quickly apparent upon the entire 
body. 

The face more readily reflects pain of the feet than 
pain elsewhere. Then, too, the general poise of the 
body is interfered with. 

It is a fact that many cases of chronic illness had 
their actual beginning in aching feet, which, changing 
the poise of the body, oppressed various functioning 
organs, slightly at first, but rendering them subject 
to lasting ailment. 

Let a person wearing tight shoes, or suffering from 
aching feet, no rgitter what the cause, enter a room 
filled with cheerful, happy people, and his presence is 
like a single cloud in a clear sky. 

Aching feet can, by constant effort and the exercise 
eof the simplest of precautions, be avoided; the won- 
der of it is that so many people will continue to 
suffer when the avoidance is such a simple matter.

One of the first of the bodily discomforts that re- 
sult from the wearing of high heels is that the 
wearer tires easily, is irritable, and symptoms of 
nervous breakdown arise. The bones of the foot are 
forced into an unnatural relation to each other. But 
the abnormal position of the bones is a matter of com- 
paratively minor importance. 

The serious effect is that, the heels being raised 
and the toes remaining so near the ground, the upper 
part of the body is thrown forward so that the equill- 
brium may be maintained. ‘In this position it is im- 
possible to keep the shoulders thrown back. They 
fail forward and the chest sinks in. Full or normal 
breathing is impossible, and as a result there are areas 
in the apex of each lung that remain unused. And 
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the apex of each lung has long been recognized as 
the most frequent starting peint of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, because this bacillus grows best where fresh 
air does not come in contact with it. And with less- 
ened lung capacity every organ of the body suffers.

Shoes Should Fit Feet Perfectly. 

The high heels force the joints out of position and 
thrust the big toe joint so much out of position 
that. one wearing these heels habitaily can scarcely 
fail to have a bunion. The whole equilibrium of the 
body is changed. It is not, therefore, surprising that 
headaches and eye strains should follow the adoption 
of such footgear or that spinal difficulties and dis- 
turbances of the internal organs should result. 

The shoes should fit the feet perfectly. If you 
cannot buy a satisfactory ready made shoe you would 
far better do without something else and have your 
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One can ruin one’s walk by trying to 
walk in shoes that are too tight. The 
whole body is thrown out of poise. 


shoes made to order. The shoes should de three⸗ 
fourths of an inch longer than the foot, for the foot 
works forward in walking. Short shoes force the toes 
back and finally the joints become distorted and bulge 
out on the sides and above. Thus corns, bunions, and 
other disorders are developed. 

Shoes that are too large are as bad as shoes that 
are too small. An intelligent shoe salesman along 
with patience and common sense of the purchaser 
will solve the question. 

Beauty of face and form are more distorted by tight 
shoes than by sorrow and calamity. Perfect, health- 
ful cireulation-of the blood includes the toes, as well as 
any other part of the anatomy, and a correctly poised 
body means ease and grace. 

The heels should be moderately low and broad. The 
natural arch of the foot should never be exaggerated, 
for with an exaggerated arch the muscles become 
strained, giving much pain. 

If you are on your feet much of the time or do 
much walking shoes with broad soles are much the 
best, as they afford a support for the ankles, which 
become swollen when low shoes are worn. 

An imperfection often seen in a shoe is that the 
inside line, which should be straight, curves outward, 
thus turning the big toe towards the others and 
throwing the big toe joint into prominence 80 that 
a bunion is likely to be formed.

Danger in Shoe Dressings. 


Few people are conscious of the dangers contained 
in certain shoe dressings. The briliincy of the re 
flection produced is not the only thing you should have 
in mind when you are getting a shine.“ The effect 
of dressing upon the lasting qualities of the leather 
is of infinite importance. But even more important is 
the possible permeation of the leather, or even the 
stocking and the skin by dangerous dressing. 

A number of the liquids and pastes contain elements 
that may cause infection if carried into a blister or 
cut. Sometimes perfumes are used in the prepara- 
tion of shoe dressing to mask the odor of excessive 
turpentine, since much turpentine weakens the leather 
and generally impairs the shoe. And some of the 
perfumes are rank poison. Of course, there are shoe 
Gressings manufactured that are absolutely reliable, 
but shifting for a place on the market are many that 
should be avoided because of the dangerous elements 
they contain. a 

The chances of these harmful ingredient entering 
the skin are greatest in the low shoes, for here there 
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A restful treatment for the feet and new shoesisto pour a little household ammonia into a saucer, mois- 
ten a cloth with it, then sponge out the instep of the shoe and dust some good foot powder inte it 
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is the greatest amount of chafing and the greatest 
chance for the dressing to “creep up” on to the 
stocking. Even in lacing and unlacing the shoes the 
dried dressing continually passes through the hands 
and about the nails and may enter any break in the 
skin which chances to be there. 

Careful attention should be paid to the care of 
shoes. Trees made on your last will preserve the 
shape if used in the shoes when they are not worn. 
Walking shoes should not be worn in the house. 
Neither should the same paid be worn on consecutive 
days, thus giving them a chance to air. When not 
in use the shoes stretched on trees should be placed 
upright in an airy closet. 
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If the shoes are cleaned every day and oiled once 
a month they will last much longer. To make them 
waterproof for winter you should oil them, especially 
the soles and about the stitches where the upper joins 
the sole. For this purpose pure neatsfoot or castor 
oil “is good. 

Do not forget that the wearing off at the heels, too, 
is something to be carefully looked after from the 
standpoint of health, When the heels run down the 
whole body is thrown out of poise and mistaken “ rheu- 
matic” and warious other pains and aches are the con- 
sequence.

Write your invitations on asp of red paper, 
for red is the symbol of joy and happiness 
with the Chinese. Inclose this slip in an en- 
velope to match, On this inner envelope write 
a Chinese name—the name by which the guest 
will be known at the luncheon party. An 
outer envelope of plain white is used for mail- 
ing purposes. The words of the invitation are 
written vertically, beginning at the bottom 
of the slip. 

Luncheon may, of course, be served on a 
porch entirely screened with Chinese sun- 
blinds, through which the sunbeams peep 
and take the place of lanterns. To give the 
scene more local color you might supply 
guests with Chinese coats, which may be 
made from a very simple pattern and of any 
desired material so long as a certain com- 
bination of colors peculiar to the Chinese 
is observed. These little coats, which come 
only to the hipa, can be made of plain Copen- 
hagen blue goods, or a dove gray, but the 
plain little band or yoke piece must be of 
some bright contrasting color such as yellow, 
green, orcarroty red. Fascinating hair orna-

store ridiculously cheap would make very 
pretty favors. They are made of flowers, 


birds, and butterflies in the gaudiest of colors.

Take the two spoonfuls of pure f: esh chick- 
en fat which has been tried out and when it 
is boiling hot (be careful not to burn) put in 
the breat of chicken, which has been cut up 
in small pieces, and fry a light golden brown 
Take six sticks of celery and cut in ma! 
pieces, one and one-half pounds of fresh 


white mushrooms cut in halves. Cut in then 


slices one dozen water chestnuts, or lotus 
seeds. Chop two white onions and a ‘half 
can of bamboo shoots. Add to the chicken 
with three tablespoons of syou, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and a dash of cayenne. Cook 
all together for ten minutes. Add two pounds 
of bean sprouts and a quarter teaspoonful 
of sugar. Let all simmer for fifteen minutes 
Serve hot with rice.

One and all, they agree that careful ac- 


counts go a long way toward correcting ex- 
travagance in clothes just as they do in 


housekeeping. They believe in buying for 
solid worth rather than for show or tem- 
porary style. 

One amazing fact in the letters is the ex- 
travagance shown by girls or women earn- 
ing their own living. Letters coming from 
unmarired women working in the loop gave 
an average of over $500 a year. for dress 
alone. People’ of course, will say that a girl 
dependent on no one but herself has a right 
to spend her money as she pleases. But 
isn't it a rather bad precedent to establish, 
this buying of six summer hats and five win- 
ter hats, as one girl naively confessed, if 
these same girls expect to marry a man get- 


| ting not more than $2,000 a year? 


The main thing to avoid in the matter of 
clothes is a false pride which makes it im- 
possible for a woman to wear the same suit 
or the same hat two years. A good suit worn 


for two years is much better than a new 


one each year, when it is of the sort which 
looks shoddy after twice wearing.

It all depends upon the income of the bread 
winner .and the position occupied by the 
wearer. Of course, ladies occupying positions 
such as Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Wilson must 
necessarily spend more for personal adorn- 
ment than women in other walks of life. In 
my judgment the clothing of a family all 
combined should not consume more than one- 
eighth of the income. 

A woman in the great middle class can ap- 
pear well dressed by careful buying and 
home dressmaking on $125 a year, and a 


great many others present an excglient ap- 


pearance on less. By watching sales, tallored 
suits can often be found reduced to $15 from 
$25. One or two cloth suits, -four house 
dresses, four afternoon dresses, two evening 
dresses, two new hats and two retrimmed, 
two pairs of high and two pairs of low shoes, 
and one winter coat, with six suits of under- 
wear, two or three pairs of gloves, two cor- 
sets, and the small incidentals, such as rib- 
bons, fans, and hose, can all, by judicious 
purchasing and careful planning, be bought 
with $100. 

In keeping within a certain limit one must 
not buy in a hurry, neither must she buy 
because she thinks she sees a bargain when 
the article le not needed. The dollars must 
be made to do éfficient work, and the home 


dressmaker add home milliner must be draft- 


ed into work. A woman should have a stipu- 


lated sum on Mhich to dress herself, as the 
shopper with money in her purse is equipped 


to take advantage of real bargains; whereas 
witha charge account the:expenditure for 
clothing would surely be much larger.

Dresses on $60 a Y ear. 


For the last tive years I have been able 
to clothe myself well on an average of $60 
per year, whereas, prior to that time, I had 
found twice this amount insufficent. I have 
learned (and it has cost me much to learn 
it) that it if economy to buy the best mate- 
rial, and that one good suit will outwear three 
cheap ones, and with the proper care it will 
look well so long asitlasts. One géod tailor- 
made suit will last me two years for best 
and still another year for second best. I 
always buy my suits and winter hats late in 
the season, as they can be bought then at a 
greatly reduced price. Likewise, I buy sum- 
mer clothing late in the season. I average 
one new hat a year, the second season retrim- 
ming it myself. I buy material for summer 
dresses late in the fall and make them my- 
self, during the winter. I find that one's 
clothes will last twice as long, too, if properly 
cared for—airing and brushing works won- 
ders towards prolonging the life of a gar- 
ment. Instead of buying expensive trimming 
for my lingerie garments I either embroider 


-them or crochet dainty lace for them. 


My yearly expenditure for clothing can 
best be explained by the following table:

OW do you manage to get so 

. much reading done?” I asked the 

busy mother of three children. 

“You do nearly all your own 

work and make most of vour 

children's clothes, yet you keep up with the 

newspapers and the magazines and read 

a lot besides. 1 don't see how you accom- 
plish it. 

“T use the odds and ends,“ she said. “ 1 
have a book ready to catch up ina spare 
moment and keep a mark at my place 80 
that 1 don't have to waste time finding it. 
I read the paper while I am waiting for the 
family to come to meals, and | always take 
a book with me when I have to go down- 
town on the trolley. You have no :dea how 
much you can read in that way, and when 
you are kept in department stores while 
your change or your parcel is coming.” 

“You are a marvel to me with the needie- 
work you turn off,”’ I said to another friend. 
“You put initials on all your'napkins and 
fine towels and hemstitch pillowslips and 
pureau covers, and embroider doilies and 
tray cloths, and yet you are constantly at 
church, society meetings, and charitable 
committees, to say nothing of your house- 
keeping and social duties. How do you find 
time for everything?” 

“I do my needlework in spare momente, 
was the reply. “I always have a piece of 
pickup work at hand and set a few stitches 
whenever I have the chance. It is aston- 
ishing how the work grows, too. When I 
am ready for dinner and my husband is a 
little late, or when I am dressed to go out 
and have to wait for some one to come for 
me, or if I have an appointment at home 
and the caller is tardy about getting here, 
I keep myself patient with my sewing. 

Are these women exceptions or not? Are 
most housekeepers economical or wasteful 
of the odds and ends of time?

Many Hours Wasted. 


Until you study the subject you have no 
idea how many hours are squandered in the 
course of the week, the month, the years. 
You may declare that every moment is 
filled from the time you get out of your bed 
in the morning until you slip into it again 
at night, and perhaps you may be right. 
But if you are you are an exception to the 
general line of women and housekeepers. 

Run over the routine of your day for a 
minute. You probably have not an instant 
to spare until after your husband and chil- 
dren are started for business and school.

A woman whom 1 once knew who was 
especially fond of rather fine and fancy 
cookery and had much to do outside her 
kitchen used to garner her spare moments 
and spend them in compounding delicacies 
for her family and friends. She would 
niake a jar of marmalade ora glass of jelly 
from the odds and ends of fruit, or lemon 
honey for cake filling, or white and brown 
thickening (roux) to have in readiness for 
souns and gravies, or mAitre d’hotel butte: 
for parsley sauce, or mayonnaise dressiug 
that she might not need for two or three 
cays to come, or a pastry for tarts or cheese 
fingers. When she hed a little time she 
Sew to her pantry, where there was alway~ 
something writing to be done. Does this 
attract you? 

If you are one of those who don't care for 
magazines and casual reading why do you 

not plan for something really worth white 
in study to put into the minutes you fird 
vacant? I know a hard working man who 
for years has kept up his French by givine 
ten minutes a day to it, and of a woman 
who has preserved her facility at the piano 
by bestowMmg five minutes on practicing 
three or four times a day. What is your 
special interest in literature or art? 

“Poetry reats me as nothing else does,“ 
said a friend to me not long ago. I keep 
a volume of it within reach and a page of 
prancing poetry takes me out of my cares. 
I try to learn at least one verse a day, and

Idleness May Refresh. 

“I do my bits of unavoidable sewing in 
my spare moments, a busy office worker 
told me. “If I have a little time after 
breakfast before I must go to business I 
plan to tack the ruching in the neck of a 
waist or to dern my best silk stockings or 
to mend a rip in my glove. I never have 
the time to sit down for a morning with my 
work basket unless it's on Sunday, so I 
manage to get a little out of the way be- 
fore I. start in the morning or after I come 
home for dinner, or even just at bedtime. I 
don’t find that those few stitches tire me 


any more than sitting with my hands folded 


thinking how worn outI am. I can’t really 
rest when I’m doing nothing unless I make 
a regular business of it.“ 

If you feel personally that absolute idle- 
ness refreshes you, then make a business 
of it. Don't do it at hazard and put in the 
few spare moments in sitting or lying think- 
ing of work. Empty your mind of cares and 
of thought, so far as you can, and rest with 
every bit of you. 

Long ago, in my girlhood, a friend quoted 
a distinguished doctor as having said that 
ten minutes of lying flat on the bed, in com- 
plete relaxation, was more beneficial than 
a whole night of sleep. I suspect that either 
the doctor or his reporter exaggerated 
somewhat, but there ie no denying the 
value of ten or fifteen minutes of such 


entire repose. Of course, it ia even better

Wisdom comes to one in these quiet mo- 
ments. If your fatigue is physicial in- 


stead of ‘mental you can concentrate your 
thoughts on the problem which has been

We are told in many a proverb 
that if we take care of the pennies the 
pounds will take care of themselves: that 
willful waste makes woeful want, and we 
have learned by experience how much we 
can accomplish by making use of left overs 
of food and clothing and money. 


The principle is no less practical when 
minutes and hours are involved. Utilise 
them as you would concrete possessions 
and the gain will be as well worth having.

“SULTANA FUDGE.—Two cups sugar, 
one-half cup milk, one-quarter cup of mo- 
lasses, one-quarter cup butter, two squares 
chocolate, one teaspoon vanilla, one-quar- 
ter cup walnut meats cut up, one-quarter 
cup Sultana raisins. Put butter into a 
sauce pan; when melted add sugar, milk, 
and molasses. Heat to boiling point and 
boil seven minutes. Add chocolate and stir 
until chocolate is melted; then boil seven 
minutes longer. Remove from fire, veat 
until creamy, add nuts, raisins, and vanil- 
la, and pour at once into a buttered tin.

One cup vinegar, one cup sour cream, 
three eggs, one teaspoon ground mustard, 
two teaspoons sugar, salt, pepper, and 
paprika to taste. Mix all ingredients to- 
gether and boil, stirring constantly until 
smooth. Just before removing from the 
fire add a lump of butter the size of a wal- 
nut.

torte: Six eggs, quarter pound shelled 
walnuts, six lady fingers, two tablespoons 
flour. one teaspoon baking powder, one cof- 
fee cup sugar, juice and rind of half lemon.

The recipe for converting green plums 
into ollves may come a little late to be 
of service this year, but {ft 16 of sufficient 
value to be saved for next season. 

As to the moths, my suggestion is some- 
what drasti¢ in nature. If the moths are in 
full possession, the best plan is to get at 
them vigorously and try to stamp them out, 
so that they will not be a plague again next 
year. Your rugs should come up and be 
vigorously beaten and then hung in the 
sun. The floors should be scrubbed and in- 
sect powcer put into all the cracks. The 
shelves of the closets—indeed, the entire 
inside—should be scrubbed with hot water 
and household ammonia, and when this is 
dry insect powder should be blown into the 
cracks. Bureau drawers should receive the 
same treatment, and all clothes should be 
‘arried out and beaten well. I have known 
a house to become infested by moths from 
an old fur muff having been overlooked 
anc left in a box tucked away in the corner 
of a closet. The moths used it for a breed- 
ing ground, and’ from this spot populated 
the house. If they seem to be under the 
carpets, lay a damp cloth over these at the 
edge and press with a hotiron. The addi- 
tion of turpentine to the water employed in 
scouring the floors and shelves is said to be 
potent in driving away the moth, as wellas 
in destroying life in the eggs.

I do not doubt her state- 
inent that there are some marriages be- 
tween cousins which, in the second genera- 
tion, at least, show no Ill effects. I wish 
I had space to quote the instances she 
gives to prove her point—though they are 
no more striking than those furnished by 
the writer of the second letter to buttress 
her claim. So far as I am personally con- 
cerned, I have had for years the oppor- 
tunity to see the disastrous effect of inter-

A Home Made Recipe. 

J have a recipe for ginger snaps Which 
are fine, and I give it here: 

One cup molasses, two level cups sugar 
one heaping teaspoon soda beaten into mo- 
lasses and sugar until they turn light, one 
egg, butter size of an egg. lard the size of 
two eggs. four tablespoons [heaping] of 
ground ginger, half cup water or butter- 
milk. Beat all together about ten minutes; 
add flour to make a stiff dough, roll thin, 
put in greased pane half an inch apart. and 
bake in a hot oven. 

“Tf you want to save part of the dough 
to have hot snaps later, place it in a bowl, 
and cover with a bucket lid or plate to keep 
a crust from forming. You can keep the 
dough for several days. I have kept it in 
cold weather for over a fortnight. . 

I made up this recipe myself, but every 
one who has tried it likes it, and £0 I give 
it to you to print, If you think this will 
be a help to the corner I will come again 
with more experiments.

of ground mace and cloves, a quarier tea- 
spoon, ground cinnamon twenty drocs each 
of otf melisene and of oll eucalyptus, ten 
dreps each of bergamot and oil chir:s. four 
drops ofl :e. two drachm- grain aleotol 

After there ure all well mixed wits tae 
ealt.d rose leaves pack in a clean jar. cover 
lightly and set away to ripen. In a fort- 
might it will be ready for your rose jars 
and if it is kept covered wil] remain tra- 
grant for years.

times startlingly novel. The 

all black and the biack and 
white “epidemic” has reached 
its height in the early fall 
millinery. For the most part hats 
are solid black, made either of 
chantilly lace, maline, or chiffon 
velvet. Many stunning combina- 
tions of black and white, however, 
are shown. Milliners are using 
black tulle and chantilly in a thou- 
sand different ways, and the latest 
idea is a frill of black chantilly, 
which looks as if a gust of wind had 
blown it aslant over the right ear.

Ostrich feathers 
clipped into fantastic shapes, some- 
times resembling a date palm tree, 
are among the novel trimmings to 
be seen. 

The marked revival of ribbons is 
noted. Nat only are they used for 
trimming, but many hats are mado 
entirely of ribbon stitched together 
and laid in soft plaits to form crown 
and rim. Soft taffetas, soft satins, 
moires, and velvet ribbons all come 
im for a large share of attention. 

Among the ribbon novelties are 
spiral plaited and cornucopia tat- 
feta stickups. There is a tendency 
for the stickups to bend toward the 
front of the hat instead of the back 
es formerly. Most of these stick- 
ups are fully twelve inches high and 
stand up directly in the center front 
ef the hats. 

Because of the high cost of paradise and 
of the embargo laid upon the sale of heron, 
goura, numidi and cod are being popularized.

Ha Remain Small and Medium. 

So far as the size of the hat is concerned 
there is no indication of an immediate change 
im millinery fashions. Hats will remain 
mall and medium for fall. 

With true feminine perversity fashionable 
women are already wearing velvet hats with 
summer toilettes. And millinery shops and 
department stores are offering autumn felts 
im the simple early styles that signal the 
opening of the new season. 

In the midst of this, however, one sees an 
ever increasing use of maline in millinery, 
and there is every reason to believe that this 
vogue will continue strongly into the fall. 
Bspecially will the maline hat be used for 
dressy wear, such as restaurant dining, 
afternoon receptions and teas, and large 
public gatherings where hats are worn with 
ceremonious toilettes. 

Se great is the craze for maline hats that, 
to vary the idea, these hats will take ona 
different character from heretofore. They 
are now being made wholly transparent. 
We have had the transparent brim in tulle 
hats, but rarely the transparent crown. Now 
all of the latest hats are being made in this 
way. So thinly is the crown veiled with 
maline or lace that the hairdressing is per- 
fectly revealed.

Many All Lace Hats Seen. 


Among the new maline models are entirely 
crownless hats—clear indication of the tend- 
ency for fall. Just to what extent this can 
endure for winter remains to be determined. 
But from the standpoint of fashion the trans- 
parent tulle or lace or crownless hat will be 
an important item for consideration in dressy 
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millinery. It will bea fitting accompaniment 
for evening costumes that are fully decollete 
and sleeveless. 

In accordance with this idea of transpar- 
ency in crowns the maline is used in conjunc- 
tion with velvet. In fact, some of the newest 
models have Velvet Brims with close crowns 
made of tulle, the shape of the head when the 
hat is posed giving the contour of the crown. 

The brim may be of the most eccentric shape 
and as heavy looking as it would be if the 
crown were velvet. These eccentric novel- 
ties, when posed, look as if the wearer had on 
a brim of a hat only, since the crown is so 
sheer as to be scarcely noticeable.

High, Flaring Brims Characteristic. 

Amon, the most striking characteristics of 
the new shapes are the extremely high, flar- 
ing brims. Usually brims of this character 
are rather narrow in front and are graduated 
to an extreme height in the back. 

A feature of many of these shapes is a nar- 
row underbrim, which ts frequently some- 
what on the order of a bandeau. ome of 
the most striking have soft black velvet 
crowns with the high back brim made of 
chantilly lace, shaped and wired. The head 
size in the majority of these extreme shapes 
is of good, comfortable proportions for wear 
over at least a moderate amount of hair. 

It is expected that shapes will be worn 
extremely low on the head, and in many in- 
stances at a decided tilt, so as to accentuate 
the high flaring brim. 

While the conventional tam shapes are not 
regarded with any special degree of favor, 
beret or tam crown effects are among the 
dominant style notes. The high, draped tam 
ruche, which usually appears as a sort of 
upper brim in conjunction with 4 narrow 
under brim, is well represented. l 

Eecentrie ideas, however, are not confined 
to varying expressions of the beretta or of 
the high flaring brim. As an instance of this 
there is the half and half sailor. Half of 
the crown and half of the brim are of black 
plush and the other halves are of white plush, 
running lengthwise the hat. The trimming 
consists of two odd looking roses, one black 
and one white, placed flatly on the crown and 
on the back brim. 

This hat is one of the many decidedly small, 
quaint models which are more or less an 
ut growth of the modern art.

Another of the more extreme shapes ig on 
the order of a coolie hat. One of these shapes 
large black velvet—is trimmed with a single

Velvet Bird Fancies Favored. 


This is only one of many novel methods of 
employing fancy ostrich effects. Another 
form of ostrich much in evidence is a two 
or three headed plume, which when placed 
upright falls in shower pompon effect. 

White pigeon feather covering is being used 
on flat velvet sailors. This covering’ is 80 
smooth as to look like velvet unless closely 
examined. ö - 

An effective butterfly fancy seen was 
mounted on a high ostrich quill so that every 
movement of the wearer sets the butterfly 
in motion. Sometimes two, three, or four 
small butterflies are treated in this fashion. 

Cassowary is a natural plumage which 
strongly resembles paradise. This fs us 
especially in high fancy aigrette effects— 
largely as a substitute for the high priced 
paradise. . 

Velvet bird fancies are most favorably re- 
garded. A striking model was one of navy 
moire with navy velvet brim facing, with a 
velvet bird plumage in double bow effect 
placed at the back of the crown, where the 
long black flaring brim was caught together. 

Tete de negre, or “ niggerhead”’ brown, 
ranks among the strongest colors. Taupe, 
prunella rich, deep navy, seal, and golden 
brown are among the other prominent colors. 

Children’s millinery styles for fall have 
many features in common with those for 
grownups. For instance, peau de peche or 
silk duvetine, the high novelty materia] in 
hang for grownups, is used mn many’ of the 
smartest models for children. 

Another point of similarity is the big repre- 
sentation given to velvets and the exceptional 
prominence of soft, draped crown effects.

Lay it face down upon this, 
then draw over each line of the paper design with a 
hard pencil or the point of a steel knitting needle. 
Upon lifting the pattern and the transfer paper you will 
find a neat and accurate impression of the design upon 


There are two points to observe in this simpie 
process if you would execute it satisfactorily. One is 
to see that your material is level—cut and folded by a 
thread—and that your design is placed upon it evenly 


The second is, when placed accurately, secure the 
desian to the matt fal with thumb tacks or pins, so it 
cannot slip during the operation. 

Do not rest your hand or fingers upon any rart of 
the design you are transferring, else the imprint of 
your fingers will be as distinct upon the material as 
the drawn lines of the design.

MISS L. L. B.: Make your pretty blue ailk 
with a imply draped ekirt that is not cut, 
merely folded so when straight skirts are 
“in” again little work te needed to let out 
the plait and make a round skirt. A good 
model for this purpose hae a one or two piece 
drapery plaited at the top of sides and back 
and the fronts drawn up in soft plaits in front 
to about the knees under a lengthwise 
stitched strip of the material two inches and 
a half wide at top sloping to three and a halt 
or four inches at the bottom, which is än- 
ished in a point. 

If you wish the skirt entirely plain let the 
strip come to bottom of skirt, which should 
just clear ground all around, Stitch on outer 
edge and a quarter of an inch in from it. and 
set quarter inch covered buttons of your silk 
—you can have them covered at smal! cost a 
dozen—down the center in groups of four but- 
tons an inch apart separated by a space of 
two and a half or three inches. If you like 
the skirt fancier draw the plait higher up, 
shortening the strap and filling in the apace, 
thus formed by an underekirt of the Alk 
trimmed with a band of three inch tucks 
above the hem, or with the underskirt of 
Alice blue_silk retine, or some other harmon- 
izing shade, using it as the yest strips and 
around neck. 

Take the waist in surplice lines front and 
back over a kimono pattern if becoming, 
otherwise with set in sleeves, under a deep 
Gibson tuck. Fill in the deep V thus formed 
front and back with plain embroidered 
batiste in white or cream color. Down the 
front have a narrow box plait of the batiste 
trimmed with tiny blue crystal buttons the 
color of the ratine. 

Trim the top of the round neck of batiete 
with a shaped band of ratine—or whatever 
trimming used two inches wide, brought 
from under each side of the box plait of 
batiste. A similar strip of the trimming is 
set under the edges of the surplice drapery, 
front and back, being squared off at the ends; 
an inch or eo above the point of the surplice 
make the one piece sleeves of the silk, turn 
elbow well and cut bell shaped at bottom 
that is, longer at the back of arm than in 
front. Have an undercuff of the ratine or 
pipe the sleeve with ratine and have the un- 
dercuff of the embroidered batiste. The 
sleeve when finished should be about thres- 
quarter length. 

Have a soft crush girdle of the material, 
‘ay in loose side plaits, and unless you are 
short waisted a fold of the ratine may be used 
instead of the upper plait. If you are flat 
across the stomach a novel touch may be 
. Siven this gown by continuing the ends of the 
surplice waist in front under the girdle about 
half way to the knees. Gather each end into

All Dresses from One Pattern. 

The really practical housework dress must 
be in one piece effect, must open in front or 
at the side, should have three-quarter 
sleeves, and the neck a trifielow. It should 
also clear the ground rather more than one’s 
street or dressier gowns. Avoid trimming; 
self-bands, stitching, or wash cotton braids 
are all feasible and stylish. Remember these 
little frocks must be presentable enough to 
se@ unexpected callers in working hours or 
to run to the grocer’s if necessary. 

As economy of time is almost as important 
as money saving, choose one pattern that is 
becoming and simple and make all such 
dvesses from it. If you are slender the regu- 
lar one piece frock is easily made, but is apt to 
look wrappery.“ For most women a bet- 
ter choice is a simple shirt waist and four 
gored or three piece skirt attached at waist 
line by a stitched belt or high waisted effect. 

Do not have belts, collars, and cuffs de- 
tachable if you would not lose valuable time 
in dressing. It is easy to give variety by 
change of color or trimming. Butteng and 

are more quickly fastened than 
books and are decorative. 

Two housework dresses may answer. byt 
three are safer, to allow for mishaps. It is not 
easy to wear one dress a week and keep neat. 
The three may be made for less than 64. 

Besides these working frocks have, at least, 
two long sleeved aprons, high necked, that 
come to the bottom of the dress. These aprons, 
much favored by artiste—indeed they are 
often called studio aprone—ere hard to buy 
but easy to make, The pattern I like best 
is made on long, straight lines, without full- 
negs at the neck. with extra width provided 
at bottom by gores. The neck is cut square 
or round and is finished with a half inch 
facing stitched om both edges. Fasten at 
back of neck with button and buttonholes 
and, if you like, add one or two more buttons 
at two inch intervals. Finish becks in inch 
hems and add a two neh hem at bottom. The 
one piece bishop sleeves are set in the locse 
armhole with little fullness and are gathered 
into a two and a quarter fnch buttoned band.

Good Apron in Emergency. 

No housekeeper who has ever learned the 
joy of such an apron will be without them. 
Many a time in e domestic emergency I have 
gone to my room when the dinner was well 
under way, dressed for the evening—often 
ip an elaborate low cut frock if I had a 
theater or other engagement—covered my- 
self with thie apron, finished the dinner and 
dish washing, and was ready to enjoy my- 
self immediately thereafter. 

Clean checked blue and white gingham 
makes serviceable aprons, but much prettier 
and more becoming ones are made from deep 
pink or green chambray, or even from un- 
bleached muslin with colored bands and cuffs. 
One pretty effect of this muslin had the band 
embroidered in cross stitch in Bulgarian col- 
ors that had first been set.

In making such dresses have them simple, 
dainty, and becoming. Far better have three 
or four frocks that are always fresh and 
spotiess than two that have eaten up your 
allowance in trimmings. If you look prettier 
in pink than in any other tone have a plain 
pink voile dress, a pink and white striped 
dimity, a two tone pink brocaded cotton crépe 
chin on, and a silk mull or batiste with bunches 
of pink flowers, In this way one or two gir- 
dies or saahes will do for all your frocks 
and you can have hat, parasol, and stockings 
of pink to match. 

These little touches add much to the well 
groomed appearance of the young married 
woman, yet are impossible if she must try to 
match up four or five different colored cos- 
tumes. 

Again you will save time by adapting these 
dresses from one or at most two patterns.

For the plain 
voile make the skirt high waisted and joined 
to the blouse with a bias fold or cord of the 
voile or silk, open down the left side of front 
where the surplice of the blouse ends, fasten- 
ing with hooks and eyes. 

Trim the bottom with a three inel puff of 
the material, gathered in a quarter inch head- 
ing at top. It is sewed to the skirt so the 
puff turns up like a hem on the right side. 
Baste, adjusting the gathers evenly, and 
atitch through the gathering.

Same Pattern for the Dimity. 

Trim the blouse with a quilling of inch and 
a quarter messaline ribbon—see that you get 
a ribbon that will wash—laid in half inch 
box plaits and sewed through the center, 
Start thie trimming at the left side where 
the fronts cross, take it round back of neck, 
which may be cut in a shallow point or 
rounded at base of throat, and down right 
side to the waist line and beyond to end of 
placket. Hook the blouse and set on four 
pink bone or pearl buttons just back of the 
quilling and seven on the skirt. 

Face the three-quarter sleeves to the depth 
of two and a half irches on right side and 
cover the top stitching with a quilling. 

Fill in the space above the surplice with a 
vest of heavy net or shadow lace made with 
or without a collar, as is becoming, but 
trimmed with a band of black or rose velvet 
ribbon two inches wide crossing the top of 
vest an inch below nape of neck. 

For the dimity, striped or flowered, use the 
game pattern, but fimigh the skirt with a three 
inch hem. Blouse the waist slightly and add 
a peplum trimmed around the bottom and 
carried up the side with two widths of venise 
banding two inch and an inch wide and set 
an inch and a half apart. Merely face back 
and stitch the fronts of the blouse, but bring 
the banding from the edge of the front down 
to the end of the sleeve, the widest starting a 
little to the front of the shoulder seam and 
the narrower an inch and a half to the front 


of it.

edge of sleeves with a shaped pendant cuff of 
the net edged with the lace. Wear a laven- 
der satin or moire girdle and sash ends. 

You do not say if you want the voile for 
street wear or evening. If distinctly for the 
former make a three plece or four gored 
Skirt, trimmed around the bottom with a ten 
inch band of white or colored ratine. Make 
the blouse plain, open far over on the left side 
of front. set in the sleeves under a tuck and 
have them (three-quarter or long aa preferred. 
Make deep turn back cuffs of the ratine open 
on outside of arm and trimmed with white 
pearl or crystal buttons. Use the same but- 
tons with simulated button holes of narrow 
bias folds of the ratine—hook the dress be- 
neath the buttoned aide. Cut the front of neck 
in a shallow V., and make one of the new 
shaped collars of ratine that come to asharp 
point on each shoulder and form almost a 
right angle at the lowest point of the V. Wear 
a two looped velvet bow at point of collar 
and have 4 frill of net or lace sewed in the 
side opening of the blouse from shoulder to 
belt line and running up outside of the arm 

»between points of the cuff, extending above 
it several inches, to the elbow if the sleeve 
is long. 

A simple, pretty style for summer evening 
is made with a three piece or four gored skirt 
round length and gathered slightly at the 
waist line. Trim thé bottom with a six inch 
band of Venise lace or with a group of seven 
half inch tucks their own width apart, Head 
the top tuck with a ten inch band of Venise 
insertion, then another group of five tucks 
headed by a three inch band of Venise to 
match the deeper width. Make the upper 
part of the round waist, front and back and 
down the tops of each sleeve of the broader 
Venise. Cut the waist on kimono lines, then 
baste and shape the trimming on it and cut 
away the material beneath. Turn back the 
raw edges and stitch the second time to make 
the lace hold better. Finish the edge of the 
volle where it joins the lace on blouse and 
sleeves with a piping of satin or of ball fringe 
made from bits of satin Hke sash attached 
by about an inch of chain stitching made 
from embroidery alk. Wear a eash of white 
satin ribbon ten inches wide finished at mid- 
dle of back with two deep overlapping loops 
one above the other and a single end. This 
sash reaches not quite to the knees. 

If you do not wish to use Venise on the 
volle, batiste bande or Cluny are equally 
good, while filet is especially popular. For 
the crépe you can use shadow lace, Valen 
ciennes, or the plain or dotted footing.

Over the back of the biouse have a collar 
three inches deep of white net brought just 
to the shoulder line and squared across the 
front. Edge with the narrow venise. Make 
the vest of all over venise, cut in a shallow V 
at top, and finished with a buttonholed acal- 
lop and a row of seven white crochet buttons 
down the center. Have the sleeves just turn 
the elbow, with turnback cuffs of the net 
and venise. Have a crushed girdle of pink 
satin: 

For the brocade chiffon crépe make the 
zurplice rather higher so no vest need be 
wern—a guimpe of net can be used with this 
frock—and trim with @ cellar or deeper toned 
gilk ratine. 

This collar on the {eft side ig a three inch 
wide band cut into a sherp point and finished 
with a lerge crystal button. The band starts 
half way between the shoulder line and 
crossing point and is carried round the neck 
end shaped in a wide rever on the right side 
that forms a point at the bust line, sloping 
sharply from there to the lapped edge at the 
waist. A five Ipch band of the ratine edges 
the bottom of the skirt and ends in a point 
on a Une with the placket, This point, as on 
the three inch cuff, has a crystal button and 
seven are set on the placket with eimulated 
buttonholes of the pink ratine. 


Evening Gown for Matron. 


For the flowered mull or batigte a more 
picturesque style is appropriate and easily 
achieved along the same lines. Have a fichu 
of cream colored net -dged with three ruffies 
of inch wide Valenciennes lace, headed by 
a half inch banding of Veniese. Finish the 
sleeve with an under cuff of the net similarly 
trimmed. 


Trim the skirt with the three ruffles of lace 
beneath the banding get on midway between 
the knees and bottom of the ekirt in front 
and sloping on each de to the edge of the 
skirt cn the back breadths. 


Join the ekirt blouse as in all the frocks 
and cover with a ngrrow folded girdle ot 
pink that hooks at the left, where the fichu 
laps under a bunch of tiny pink roses. 


With these four dainty. yet inexpensive 
cotton gowns—none necd cost mere than $5 
for materials—that are suitable for street, 
house, or simple evening frocks, the young 
matron will need no ocher dresses, save a 
plue or taupe foulard or figured crépe meteor 
(r even one of the more expensive silk and 
cotton crépes that range in price from 60 
cents to $1.50 a yard, This should be made 
styliehly and in a mann suitable for church 
or Street use. 


For a distinctly evening gown suitable for 
the matron is a simply made dress of allover 
embroidery, embroiderec batiste flouncings, 
or lace. Again the sur plice pattern may be 
used, making the right side of the waist of 
the embroidery and the other of the plain, 
simply finished with a hemstitched hem. 

The skirt if of the allover material, should 
be slightly draped, if of the flouncing, make 
up in three acant flounces, the two lower 
Ones sewed toa net foundation. Bring folds 
of white satin from the bust line at the mid- 
dle of the right or embroidery front down 
to the lapping point of the blouse, and ar- 
range similar folds from the embroidered or 
eft side of the back, starting about the 
shoulder blade, to the same point. Finish 
with a rosette and one long end knotted 
about at the knees and findshed at the bottom 
of the skirt in a bias line.

Another test of your susceptibility or re-

ALKING is the best sport. the best tonic. the 
best exercise in the world And. withal, the 
Jeast expensive and the easiest. Walking is my 
doctor—a doctor I have with me wherever I go. 
And marvel of marvels, a physician who never sends in a 
bill and who guarantees absolute health all the time. 
And what a joy it is! If I have a grievance against 
the world, in fifteen minutes it is gone: it absolutely van- 
ishes when I am walking along at a smart, brisk pace. 
If I am tired and discouraged, walking is the cure-all. 
Itveis nearly four years now since I first started walking 


every day, rain or shine, whether busy or unoccupied. 
Then, four years ago, I had had a very serious illness. 
Aud when, for the first time, I was ellowed out-of the 
house, I walked half a block. I was so happy that I sat 
down and cried from sheer joy at being able to walk as 
far as that without having to cling to a friendly arm or, 


worse yet, without sinking down in pure exhaustion. It 


was then, I think, that I first realized the wonders and 
possibilities of walking. Before I had always looked upon 
it as a convenient and necessary means of getting from 
one place to another. But from that day I have known 
that it has a mental as well as a merely material sig- 
nificance. 

An athlete trains months in and months out to put 
himself in perfect physical condition for the one day of 
contest. But I believe that walking puts one’s mind, as 
well as body, in perfect condition, too. It makes body 
and mind a unit. It clears the brain and makes hard, 
tiring work possible. 

Every morning at about 12, wherever I am, I go out 
for my walk. I put on easy, comfortable clothes. Every- 
thing must be loose and free. My dress and slip bang 
from my shoulders, so there is nothing to constrain me. 
And I never wear stays—it isn’t at all necessary now 
that walking has strengthened the muscles. My shoes 
are low and comfortable, with low heels. And then I 
pull on a little hat. which fits snugly over my head and 
shields my eyes from the sun. It must be small and snug, 
for I never wear hatpins—they tire the head. A pair of 


loose gloves and the cheap little watch which I always 


carry with me on my walks, and I am ready.

Walks Fine Miles an Hour. 


When I am in a large city and the parks are on the 
outskirts I take a taxi to the park and then start walk- 
ing there. But in the smaller towns I start out from the 
hotel and walk to the park and back again. 

The first thing I do in a small town is go up to a po- 
liceman and ask where the park is. 

“If you take the car marked A. or B.,“ he will say. 

“But I don’t want a car, I’m going to walk.” 

“O! Well, then, take a cab from this stand and 8 

“But I want to walk.” 3 

“ Walk, is it? Whatever for?” 

And he looks at me as if he thought I were demented. 
And that seems to be the concensus of opinion. Women 
were made to ride in autos and cabs, and if, poor things, 
they can’t do that, why, then they must go in street cars. 

And the women themselves are mostly to blame for this. 
They don’t know how to walk. They dally around and 
drag one foot after the othere They walk in groups and 
stop to discuss fashions at each corner. 

Now, when you play tennis, you play it with all your 
might. You are interested in it as a sport. The same is 
true of golf. And exactly the same is true of walking. 
When I walk I walk with all my heart and soul. I swing 
my arms as a man does. I relax and swing along exer- 
cixing all those muscles which are most benefited by walk- 
ing. : 

If you look at most women you will see how stiffly they 
hold themselves; the torso is almost rigid, and they take 
small, ladylike, mincing steps. 

Now. if there is one thing in the World that I abbor it 
is masculinity in a woman. And if I thought for a mo- 
ment that it was mannish to walk this way I should try 
and modify it. But it is the only natural way to walk. 
I throw out my chest, swing my arms freely from the 
ehoulder blades, and walk and bend from the hips and not 
from the shoulders. 

My steady pace is brisker than that of most men, and 
is absolutely regular. : 

I walk five miles an hour, and keep that up as steadily 
as clock work. I don’t need to know distances, nor to 
ask how far I have walked in a strange town.

Here in Chicago when I walk I look at my watch whea 
I start out, walk a half or three-quarters of an hour, and 
then turn around and come back again. I always go 
alone, partly because no one’s gait is exactly like mine, 
and partly, too, because when two people are together they 
tet to talking and lag behind the pace they meant to set, 
and the first they know they are tired and sit down to 
rest, and the good of the walk is lost.

So I always go alone. I put my heart and soul into 
it. I walk right out as if I were going to conquer the 
world, and the amazing part of it is that in ten minutes 
I feel as if I conld. That is, to my mind, the wonder of 
walking—the inspiration and strength which one derives 
from nature, the feeling that God's in his heaven, all’s 
well with the world.” 

With a feeling like that in one’s heart one can’t help 
but do one’s best work the rest of the day. One can’t 
help but be cheerful and happy. 

People often say to me: “I suppose you give up walke 
ing on matinée days. When you bave so much to do you 
naturally have to drop out something.” 

But that is the only way I can play two performances 
by taking my morning walk to put me in proper physical 
shape for the exactions two performances impose on me. 

When I gc on my vacation I take such wonderful long 
walks. Every day it is twelve or fourteen or sixteen 
miles. And usually I am in the heart of the west where 
the scenery and the air and the clouds are positively in- 
toxicating. 

But there isn’t another city in the country which has 
a lovelier park system than Chicago, and it hurts—yes, it 
positively hurts—not to see more women taking advantage 
of it.

Distinguished statesmén, poets, painters, 
Oratots, inventors, afd Merchants have at 
tested their consideration of the popular su- 


perstitiotis of marriage, Abd have paid trib-

ute to the goddess Superstition m their wed- 
ding gifts to their brides. 

Abraham Lincoln was given more or less 
to the guperstitions of bis day. He had his 
own interpretation of the signs and was con- 
stantly giving new definitions of these signs 

to his friends, be the latter cabinet ministers 
or workmen. Lincoln lived to prove that 


~ ha could see thinge—at least he bad a better 


vision than Jefkerson Davis, who, seeing the 
signs, did not interpret them properly. 

Lineoin could peuetrate the tomortows 
quite as readily as a powerful micfoscope 
can discern the crevices of glistening granite, 
It would require too much space to detall the 
iunumerable instatices in the life of Lincoln 
where he relied on the warning of a dream 
and other superstitious indicators. 

Bit a mirror incident is significant. Lin- 
eoln had just been elected to the presidency. 
He Was lying on, couch taking a nap. Sud- 
denly he awoke, and, looking into a mirror, 
beheld two distinct views o? his face—the 
one a lifé tinted and healthful outline, the 
other a worn, pale, and faded face. He re- 
fated this vision to many and several times 
while in the White House attempted with 
the same mirror to get the same result, but 
failed. 

The vision. worried Lincoln, and finally 
Mrs. Lincoln asked bim to define the vision. 
Lincoln then, in the presence of a ummder 
of people, ineluding Hill Lamon, one of his 
biographers, began in a serious manner to 
gay: 

“ Well,-I believe it means that the healthy 
face stands for my first term as president—t 
Will succeed and save the union. But the 
pale face Meats that 7 will be elected to 4 
second term, ‘bat will not live to see its end, 
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His hearers were shocked, but he added: 

“I have told you just what that mirror 
vision Means.” 

It came true. Why should he have said 
so often, “1 Will be assassinated,” when no 
such tragic death had ever befallen any other 
of the presidénts? He frequently became so 
morose upon contemplating his assassination 
that it was with difficilty he could be cheered 
up. Often he sent for friends to free him 
of the morbid thought by engaging in some 
enjoyable conversation. The theater was 
ofteh his refuge—it proved to be his death.

A Battle Foreseen in a Minule. 


George Cary Bggieston, the author, while 
u student at Richmond college, Virginia, 
chose a bright And classic faced companion. 
The lad was from 4 good Virginia family 
and his name was Bernard Poland. One 
day while he and Bgglestu. were out rid- 
ing Poland suddenly stopped his horse, called 
to Eggleston, and said:

Died a3 Vision Prophesied. 

Night came on, the dead were carried 
away, and later Eggleston received this let- 
ter krom a confederate officer: 

„ Before we were ordered to charge Ber 
nafd Poland requested me, in the event of 
his death, to weilte to you a description of 
the spot on which he fell, saying: ‘Mr. 
Hggieston will remember all about it.’” 

The letter to this day is much prized by 
the Rggieston family of Indiana. 

The efvil war abounds in similar events. 
Remarkable warnings of danger and premo- 
nitions of mothers and fathers regarding the 


death of their soldier boys are numerous and 


inexplicable. 

Thousands of charms, mascots, and keep- 
sakes were given to the soldier boys of the 
Amefican revolution, Mexican war, civil war, 
and the Spanish-American war, in the hope 
that they might protect or rescue them. The 
Bighth Wisconsin had a live eagle as ‘ts 
mascot, and how gallantly the boys fought 
under this charm and how safe they all felt 
as long as Old Abe,” the war eagle, hov- 
ered above their colors, 

Napoleon admitted he was superstitious 
and he. was constantly getting some defini- 
tion from every flower, bird, and creature 
in his path of blood. At one time be ‘re 
marked: ; 

If there is one within my ranks who does

seen images, push him deeper into the fight 
and school him for his destiny.”

These thefts—distinctly differetit 
from anything with which the police have 
had to cope in the past—have madé pects 
sary the establishment of an entirely 880 
department at detective headquarters. 


This new department is kept busy traciag 


the machines Which the owners left in front 


of home or office to “step inside for just 6 fei 
minutes“ When the owner has returned 
to the curbing there has been uo gutomobilé 
in sight. 

It is not the tich man, with the expensivé 
car and à chauffeur, who loses his machine 
through theft. The chauffeur is usually git- 
ting in the front seat or sleeping ih the 
garage. It is the man who can least afford 
the loss who suffers most from these car 
thieves. He has left the car alone hundreds 
of times before. He didn’t dream any one 
would take it. Whistling a song, he starts 
out to the curbing with the expectation af 
whirling on about his business, when—— 
Why, where’s my machine? Here’s right 

where I left it! D-——, some one’s stolen it!” 


Few cars are ever stolen in Chicago dur- 
. fag the forenoon hours. But not all of them 

are taken at night. Afternoon is an almost

There 
has never been any trace of it to this day.

And new -the sages and -historians, the 
scholars and men of science, and the ologies 
are sensibly coming over to the children’s 


way of thinking. 


One eminent Englishman, J. G. Campbell, 
the anthropologist, proclaims that there is 
much more réason to believe that fairies are 
real people than that they are creatures of 
imagination. 

Now that the scientists have studied a little 
more they have learned a little better, and, far 
from befng so rash as to deny existence to the 
fairies, declare, instead, that the fairies came 
long before the rest of us and that the fairy 
tales have sprung from primitive beliefs and 
practices current among the hordes which cov- 
ered the greater part of Europe centuries be- 
fore the arrival of the Aryan race. 

The fairies. are the rea] aborigines of Eu- 
rope, arid many real souvenirs of their life in 
Europe Dr. Thorstenberg finds in authentic 
documents and the remains of their homes as 
well as in the old wives’ tales common all 
over the ceuntryside. 

In the old legendary and romantic litera- 
ture of Ireland the very earliest -fnhabitants 
are described as a celebrated race of magi- 
cians who were defeated in battle and dis- 
possessed by the Gaelic and Celtic invaders. 

x ** 


The Famous Shee People. 
The earth houses where they took refuge 
“sidhe.” now pronounced 
“shee.” These mounds in course of time came 
to be regarded as entrances to an under- 
ground realm of inexhaustible delight and 
splendor. After a further lapse of time the 
belief in the“ shee” mounds as underground 
homes of a deified race seems to have been 
widened until every hillock was supposed to 
be occupied by fairy people. who were thought 
to lead a life free from care, sickness, and 
death, and to spend the smiling hours in sim- 
ple pleasuraé ; 

In the folk tales which have been passed 
down to our time by word of mouth the fairies+ 
are always represented as living im green 
mounds. They pop up their heads when dis- 
turbed by persons treading on their houses. 
They live on familiar terms with the people 
about them when they treat them well and 
punish them when they treat them ill. Al- 
liances are formed between fairies and men 
and the fairies even hire themselves out as 
servants to the men. N 

The fairies are remembered as a small race, 
the men abort four feet tall and the women 
much sherter. Both men and women com- 
monly dress in green, although the men in 
some places are now and then referred to as 
the “little red men” on account of the cone 
shaped red hats they wear.

What Science Has to Show. 

So that is what myth and folklore have to 
say on the historical existence of the fairies. 
And so much for them. What can science 
offer? Has it really turned up anything thet 
goes really to prove that there really lived 
a rare little race of men in prehistoric times 
whose personal looks and dwelling places and 
habits and customs and occupations justify a 
direct comparison between them and the won- 


ae 
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derful little shee people of the British isles? 
In how far does the testimony of tradition 
agree with the facts disclosed by scientific 
research? 

Modern archwology, declares Dr. Thorsten- 
berg, has established beyond all reasonable 
doubt the prehistoric existence in Europe of 
one or two non-Aryan races of pygmies, very 
dark, very short, some with long skulls sur- 
viving in the Welsh, some with round skulls 
surviving in the Lapps. 

Most of the British mounds show by the 
way they are built and by the bones found in 
them that they were inhabited in primitive 
times by a people so diminutive that a man 
over five feet in height was a giant among 
them. 

Their tombs, Prof. Dawkins declares, were 
the homes of the dead chieftains and the cen- 
ter into which the members of the family or 
clan were gradually gathered, where they led 
a joyous and happy life similar to that which 
they enjoyed on earth, chasing the ghosts of 
the wild boar, deer, pigs, and oxen which 
were buried with them.

The Lapps Resemble Fairies. 

Years ago J. F. Campbell, the British an- 
thropologist who has put himself to consid- 
erable pains over the fairy problems, made a 
sojourn among the Lapps and found remark- 
ably close agreement between them and the 
descriptions of the fairies given by the Scotch 
Highlanders. é 

The old name of Finn, by which the Lappe 
were known until the late middle ages, re- 
appears in British tradition as Feinn, the 
name for a special race or caste of ancient 
people. The old Irish story of Cuchulain 
celebrates the adventures of Lug and presents 
many notions of rebirth formerly held by the 
Lapps. Lug itself is like the Lappish word 
“ laugo,”- meaning a particular form of bap- 
tism administered by the Lapps at the time of 
the reincarnation, while “sidhe” or “ shee” 
is akin to the Lappish “ sieide.” 
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The missionaries who were sent to preach 
the gospel among the Lapps during the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries all connected 
the “ sieide ” with a certain worship practiced 
by the Lapps at the time. 

Since ages past the Lapps, as Mr. Campbell 
learned, believed that in seme mountains or 


‘hills which they called saivo there dwelt 


a race of men much like their own, carrying 
on the same occupations and owning the same 
kind of animals as theirs but differing from 
them otherwise in having reached a higher 
state of perfection and in leading a life of 
more perfect bliss. This saivo race were 
thought to be a people of great wealth and 
splendor, well versed in witchcraft and in the 
use of magic drums, while in comparison the 
Lapps cons.dered themselves to be but poor, 
miserable creatures constantly in need of the 
protection, instruction, and aid of the others. 
Some of the Lapps claimed to have visited 
the “saivo” in person and to have drunk, 
danced, sung, and beat the dram with its in- 
‘habitants whom they had seen and whose 
names they had heard. They had spent sev- 
eral weeks with them at a time, they said. 
* 
An Underground Realm of Delight. 
To mark the places where the saivo people 
were thought to live the Lapps put up crude 
wooden and stone images which they called 
“ sieide” and around the “ sieide? whole com- 
munities assembled for worship or adoration. 
It is easy to see that the sidhe “ or “shee “ 
mounds of British folklore and the Lap- 
pish “ sieide or “saivo” hills are the same. 
The natural and only inference for the 
scholars from this is that the sidhe folk 
of the British traditions and the deified an-

cestors of the ancient Lapps were in reality 
one and the same people. In other words, the 
fairies of Britain are of Lappich descent. 
And not only the fairies of Britain. For 
the motley train of magnificent dwarfs, trolls, 
elves, and goblins which people the folk tales 
of Scandinavia resemble. the Lapps so remark- 


ably that any person familiar with their his- 


tories can scarcely mention one without think- 
ing of the other. ? 

And if the fairy notions of Britain and 
Scandinavia go back to the subtle and mys- 
teriously potent influence which a pygmy race 
exercised over the minds of a eimple people. 
Dr. Thorstenberg feels forced to find the same 
pedigree for the dwarfs and goblins and sundry 
sorts of sprites of all Europe and fairydom. 
The non-Aryan burial mound of remote early 
days became the center and citadel of Celtic 
fairy land. And there really is no conspicuous 
difference between the Celtic “sidhe“ and

Alberich, Elbegast, Laurin, Oberon, or. some 
other minute monarch holds sway supreme.
